Sixty-Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  City  Auditor. 


City  Auditor’s  OfiSice,  Dec.  18,  1915. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

The  undersigned  herewith  presents  a report  of  the  receipts  and  payment  of 
the  City  of  Newburyport  for  the  year  beginning  Dec.  19,  1914,  and  ending  Dec. 
18,  1915: 

The  first  part  of  this  report  consists  of  schedules,  which  are  made  up  from 
an  exhibit  of  receipts  and  payments  arranged  upon  the  schedules  for  Uniform 
Municipal  accounting  as  issued  by  the  Bureau  of  Statisticts  of  Labor  of  the 
Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts.  It  will  be  noticed  that  the  terms  ‘‘Eevenue” 
and  “Non  Eevenue”  are  used, — “Eevenue”  meaning  money  accruing  to  the 
municipal  treasury  under  general  taxation,  police  powers,  gifts,  or  services 
rendered.  “Non  Eevenue”  meaning  Offsets  to  Outlays,  such  as  permanent  im- 
provements, bond  issues,  niooey  hired  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  temporary 
accounts,  etc.  Following  these  schedules  are  presented  detailed  statements  ar- 
ranged in  the  same  order,  together  with  the  usual  matters  given  in  the  Auditor’s 
report,  including  a schedule  of  the  city  property,  city  debt  and  assets,  a state- 
ment of  the  securities  held  by  the  sinking  fund  commissioners  as  sinking  funds, 
also  as  trust  funds,  and  a statement  of  funds  held  by  private  trustees,  the  in- 
come of  which  is  for  the  benefit  of  Newburyport  or  any  of  its  inhabitants. 

SCHEDULES 

Schedule  A is  a consolidated  statement  of  total  cash  receipts  and  payments 
during  the  year,  and  the  cash  balances  at  the  beginning  and  end  of  the  year. 
This  schedule  shows  that  during  the  year  the  city  has  received  $12,598.38  more 
than  it  spent. 

Schedule  B is  a consolidated  statement  of  the  receipts  and  payments  for 
operation  and  maintenance  of  the  different  departments,  showing  total  receipts 
from  revenue  $339,753.23,  and  expense  of  maintenance  to  be  $314,559.24,  making 
the  excess  of  receipts  over  payments  for  the  year  $25,193.99  which  amount,  less 
amount  used  for  non  revenue  payments,  makes  up  increase  in  cash  balance. 

Schedule  C is  a statement  of  revenue  receipts  and  payments  by  depart- 
ments, less  transfers,  which  make  up  the  figures  for  Schedule  B;  also  a state- 
ment of  non  revenue  receipts  and  payments  during  the  year  showing  an  excess 
of  non  revenue  payments  of  $12,595.61.  This  deducted  from  excess  shown  in 
Schedule  B results  in  cash  shown  in  Schedule  A. 

In  making  up  actual  cost  of  maintenance  and  operation  “Agency  Transac- 
tions” such  as  State  Tax,  County  Tax,  etc.,  are  eliminated. 
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J would  further  report  that  1 have  audited  the  accounts  of  the  Water  De- 
partment, Sinking  Fund  Commissioners,  Trust  Fund  Commissioners,  Trustees  of 
Wheelwriglit,  Putnam,  Atkinson,  Atwood,  Peabody  and  Public  Tdbrary  Building 
Funds,  Treasurer  and  Collector,  Treasurer  of  Public  Library,  City  Clerk,  City 
Messenger,  Sealer  of  Weights  and  Measures,  the  cash  disbursements  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  and  examined  all  bills  presented,  verified 
same,  and  when  approved,  charged  same  to  proper  appropriations,  signing 
orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  their  payment;  also  have  countersigned  all  notes 
and  bonds,  and  have  ascertained  that  issue  of  same  was  properly  authorized. 

The  net  debt  of  the  city  has  been  decreased  in  the  past  year  $44,737.99. 

The  undrawn  balance  of  the  appropriated  accounts  for  the  past  year  was 
$5,396.90.  Income  exceeded  the  estimate  by  $4,505.95,  making  a surplus  of 
$9,902.85  from  which  was  deducted  abatements  $7,840.00  leaving  an  undrawn 
balance  of  $2,062.85  to  which  was  added  unexpended  balance  of  New  Police 
Station  account  $244.28,  unexpended  balance  of  Clean  Up  Week  $3.98,  making 
total  credit  balance  of  $2,311.11,  used  as  follows,  credited  interest  for  coupons 
out  $742.50  held  for  contracts  made  and  signed  $1,358.00  paid  to  Sinking  Fund 
Commissioners  $210.61.

THE  LAW.  Chapter  322. 

An  act  to  provide  for  the  auditing  of  certain  trust  funds  and  accounts. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  city  and  town  auditors  at  least  once 
overy  year,  and  so  much  oftener  as  they  deem  it  necessary,  to  audit  the  accounts 
of  the  trustees  of  any  property,  the  principal  or  income  of  which,  in  whole  or 
in  part,  was  bequeathed  or  given  in  trust  for  the  benefit  of  the  city  or  town  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  or  town  or 
any  part  thereof,  and  to  examine  and  estimate  the  funds,  securities,  and  evi- 
dence of  property  held  by  such  trustees.  City  and  town  auditors  shall  include 
in  their  annual  reports  a report  of  such  auditing  and  investigation;  and  if  they 
discover  any  fraud  or  irregularity  they  shall  immediately  report  the  same  to  the 
mayor  and  treasurer  of  the  city  or  to  the  selectmen  or  treasurer  of  the  town. 

Section  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  trustees  designated  in  section  one 
hereof  to  give  city  and  town  auditors  free  access  to  their  accounts,  funds, 
securities  and  evidence  of  property;  and  any  such  trustee  who  refuses  to  exhibit 
his  trust  account,  funds,  securities  and  evidences  aforesaid  shall  be  subject 
to  a fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Section  3.  This  act  shall  be  construed  as  applying  to  property  held  in 
trust  for  public  uses.  (Approved  May  9,  1904.) 


Trust  funds  in  \^ich  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  its  inhabitants  are 
interested  may  be  divided  into  two  classes,  viz:  funds  bequeathed  or  given 
direct  to  the  city,  and  funds  given  to  special  trustees,  the  income  of  which  is- 
used  for  the  benefit  of  any  of  its  inhabitants. 

The  first  class  is  invested  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  as  trustees 
under  ordinance,  and  the  income  turned  over  to  the  city. 

The  second  class  is  invested  by  special  trustees  appointed  by  the  donor, 
and  such  boards  fill  their  own  vacancies.  It  would  seem  that  the  city  had 
assumed  no  responsibility  for  such  funds,  and  it  may  be  a question  if  they 
come  under  the  preceding  law,  but  such  trustees  have  been  requested  to  allow 
examination  of  said  funds  and  accounts. 

Trust  funds  held  by  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  have  been  verified  and 
the  income  traced  to  its  proper  accounts. 

The  Atkinson  fund  and  Atwood  fund,  both  held  by  special  trustees,  have 
been  audited  and  securities  found  to  agree  with  the  treasurer’s  report. 

Putnam  fund  books  have  been  audited  and  securities  examined  and  found 
to  agree  with  the  treasurer’s  annual  report. 

Peabody  and  Public  Library  Funds.  While  the  books  have  not  been  in- 
spected, income  has  been  verified,  vouchers  checked  up  and  principal  accounted 
for.

Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — In  submitting  the  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Health  for 
the  year  1915,  there  is  much  satisfaction  to  be  derived  from  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  no  serious  epidemic  in  the  city  to  threaten  the  life  and  health  of  our 
citizens.  The  number  of  children’s  diseases  for  the  year  has  been  fewer,  with 
the  exception  of  measles,  which  was  mostly  prevalent  among  the  younger  school 
children.  There  were  but  twenty-two  cases  of  diphtheria  for  the  year,  against 
52  for  the  previous  year  of  1914,  and  six  cases  of  scarlet  fever,  so  that  these 
two  diseases,  among  the  most  dreaded  of  all  contagious  diseases,  decreased  to 
small  numbers.  There  were  19  cases  of  typhoid  fever.  Seven  of  these  were 
traceable  to  impure  milk  sold  to  customers  by  a producer  who  was  not  aware 
of  the  presence  of  the  disease  in  his  family  until  a physician  had  been  called. 
There  was  not  one  of  the  seven  cases  fatal  in  result. 

In  addition  the  annual  reports  of  the  various  departments  under  this 
Board  are  submitted  herewith  in  detail.

Gentlemen: — For  the  year  ending  Nov.  30,  1915,  but  53  inspections  were 
made,  less  than  one-half  the  usual  number. 

The  small  amount  of  building,  hard  times,  and  the  fact  that  most  of  the 
buildings  are  connected  with  the  sewers,  are  probably  the  cause  for  the  small 
amount  of  new  work  done.

Gentlemen: — I submit  herewith  a report  of  my  work  as  Inspector  of  Milk 
for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1915.  During  the  past  year  bacterial  ac- 
counts have  been  made  of  422  samples  of  milk  taken  by  the  collector  at  ran- 
dom throughout  the  city.  Many  of  the  samples  have  been  examined  also  for 
pus  and  streptococci,  and  for  preservatives. 

For  the  year  beginning  June  1st,  1915,  I have  issued  121  licenses  to  sell 
milk  within  the  city  of  Newburyport,  78  of  which  were  taken  out  by  stores, 
and  43  by  dealers  with  wagons.  The  fees  for  the  same  amounted  to  $60.50, 
which  sum  has  been  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer.

Annual  Report  of  the  Fire  Department 


Newburyport,  Mass.,  Fob.  1,  1916. 

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council: 

Gentlemen: — I herewith  submit  my  report  of  the  Fire  Department  for  the 
3'ear  ending  December  31st,  1915. 

The  department  apparatus  consists  of  four  steam  fire  engines,  five  hose 
wagons,  five  hose  sleighs,  one  supply  wagon  (in  poor  condition)  one  exercise 
wagon  and  one  ladder  truck  fully  equipped. 

MANUAL  FORCE 

The  membership  consists  of  two  permanent  men  at  Central  Fire  Station 
and  61  Call  men,  not  including  the  Chief  Engineer  and  three  Assistants.  The 
substitute  list  of  all  companies  of  three  men  each  is  complete  and  properly  filled. 

VALUE  OF  PROPERTY 

The  following  table  gives  the  value,  insurance  and  amounts  paid  on  the 
property  to  which  the  department  responded  on  both  bell  and  still  alarms:

Loss  paid  38,437  44 

Permanent  men  and  apparatus  at  Central  Fire  Station  responding  to  the 
valuation  of  $100,000  of  which  insurance  was  paid  amounting  to  64,108.79.

FIRES  AND  ALARMS 

There  were  41  bell  alarms  against  40  of  x)i’evious  year. 

There  were  110  still  alarms  against  87  of  previous  year. 

. OLD  HOSE 

I have  sold  during  the  year  and  hold  receipts  of  the  City  Treasurer  of 
$32.50  for  the  sale  of  old  hose. 

FROM  NEWBURY 

Received  a check  from  Newbury  for  services  rendered  at  $25.  $15.00  of 

this  amount  I paid  to  men  responding;  $10.00  of  balance  I paid  to  City  Treas- 
urer and  receipt  I hold. 

CONDITION  OF  DEPARTMENT 

The  Department  was  in  good  condition  when  I took  charge,  except  the 
House  of  Hose  Company  7,  which  should  have  better  heating  conditions. 

During  the  year  Engine  1 received  some  needed  improvements  and  new 
hose  bought  to  the  amount  of  $500.00. 
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HORSES 

The  condition  of  horses  in  the  department  appears  good  and  give  prompt 
and  efficient  service,  although  those  of  Engine  Company  3 are  nearing  the  age 
limit. 

HOUSES 

All  stations  should  like  to  see  some  more  up-to-date  methods  in  accommo- 
dating the  members  who  are  ordered  to  fire  duty  stormy  nights  and  for  extra 
drivers. 

HOSE 

I have  the  usual  to  say  about  more  hose.  The  department  needs  at  least 
2000  feet  fire  hose  this  year;  800  feet  of  hose  was  damaged  and  has  given  out 
during  the  year. 

FIRE  ALARM 

The  Fire  Alarm  has  given  very  poor  service  at  times  this  year  and  should 
receive  immediate  attention  for  if  this  be  out  of  order  your  department  amounts 
to  nothing.  T recommend  a thorough  overhauling  and  two  fire  alarm  boxes 
added.  One  at  Warner’s  Corner  near  Chain  Bridge  and  one  at  Old  Fair  Grounds 
on  Storey  Avenue. 

As  an  economical  suggestion  I would  say  the  installing  of  a Compressed 
Air  Fire  Alarm  Whistle  would  pay  for  itself  in  a very  short  time.  The  fire  loss 
at  the  Gurney  Box  Shop,  also  Music  Hall  Block  would  have  been  much  less 
if  conditions  in  this  department  had  been  in  working  order. 

WATER  SUPPLY 

We  have  no  trouble  about  water  nor  the  supply,  but  more  fires  should  be 
extinguished  in  this  city  like  they  are  handled  in  other  cities  and  towns;  and 
would  say  handle  them  with  a most  profitable  auto  piece  of  apparatus. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

Other  than  what  has  been  included  in  above  I would  say  the  Supply  Wagon 
is  sadly  in  need  of  a thorough  over-hauling  for  its  up-keep’’  sake. 

For  a saving  on  hose  to  a great  extent  I recommend  the  purchase  of  Larkin 
Relief  Valves  for  Engines,  also  a Cellar  Revolving  Pipe  and  a Play  Pipe  of  the 
Larkin  make. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  say  the  duties  of  this  office  are  having  much  more 
added  work  each  year  and  would  suggest  this  office  be  made  permanent  so  the 
work  alloted  would  receive  more  prompt  and  efficient  service. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Mayor  and  members  of  the  City  Council,  the  Assistants 
and  members  of  the  Department  for  the  many  courtesies  extended  to  me,  and 
help  Police  Department  rendered  during  the  year.

Annual  Report  of  the  City  Solicitor 


To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  City  Council  of  Newburyport,  Mass.: 

Gentlemen: — J submit  the  following  report  as  City  Solicitor: 

The  case  of  Thomas  S.  Lunt  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport,  which  is  pending 
in  the  Supreme  Court,  is  in  the  hands  of  Eobert  G.  Dodge,  special  counsel.  This 
case  arose  over  the  taking  of  land  for  the  Artichoke  River  basin.  This  case, 
like  the  others  connected  with  the  taking  of  land  and  water  rights  at  the  Arti- 
choke River,  are  being  handled  for  the  city  in  a very  able  manner  by  Mr.  Dodge. 

The  case  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  and  H.  P.  Whiton,  collector,  vs.  the 
R.  & G.  Shoe  Co.  and  its  Assignees,  is  still  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court. 

The  case  of  Ordway  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport  is  still  pending  in  the 
Superior  Court.  This  case  was  referred  to  an  Auditor,  but  no  report  has  been 
received  from  him  up  to  the  present  lime. 

The  case  of  Dame  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport  is  still  pending  in  the 
Superior  Court.  This  is  an  action  for  fees  claimed  to  be  due  for  services  rend- 
ered the  city  in  the  old  water  cases.  This  suit  was  brought  some  twelve  years 
ago  and  was  referred  to  an  Auditor.  One  hearing  was  held  in  the  month  of 
December  of  the  year  1915  and  others  will  follow,  as  this  case  must  be  disposed 
of  at  once. 

The  case  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  vs.  Edith  B.  Piper  executrix  of  the 
estate  of  Lawrence  W.  Piper  is  still  pending  in  the  Superior  Court.  This  is 
another  old  case  which  must  be  disposed  of  at  once.  This  suit  was  brought  to 
recover  against  the  estate  of  one  of  the  sureties  on  the  Felker  Bonds.  Suits  for 
the  City  of  Newburyport  vs.  William  H.  Welch,  Orrin  J.  Gurney,  John  A.  Mayn- 
ard and  Willard  J.  Hale,  sureties  on  the  Felker  bonds  have  been  entered  in 
the  Superior  Court  during  the  past  year. 

The  petitions  for  abatement  of  taxes  filed  by  George  E.  and  Francis  A. 
Poor,  have  been  dismissed  by  the  Superior  Court. 

The  case  of  Joseph  Cook  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport,  which  was  an  action 
brought  in  the  Superior  Court,  to  recover  for  injuries  received  near  the  corner 
of  Woodland  and  Howard  streets,  has  been  settled. 

The  cases  of  Edgar  L.  Willard  and  Wilbur  F.  Woodbury,  which  were  pend- 
ing in  the  Superior  Court  have  been  settled. 

The  cases  of  Alice  C.  Murphy  and  Ernest  Foss  vs.  the  City  of  Newburyport 
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which  were  brought  in  the  Newburyport  Police  Court  were  decided  against  the 
city. 

Have  tried  a number  of  liquor  cases  in  the  Police  Court  and  have  secured 
convictions  in  all  but  one  case. 

Have  attended  the  meetings  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  and  rendered 
opinions  to  the  committee,  whenever  they  have  requested  me  to  do  so. 

Have  attended  all  hearings  before  Legislative  Committees  and  hearings 
before  the  Public  Service  Commissioners,  when  ordered  so  to  do  by  the  City 
Council. 

Have  given  advice  to  the  City  Council  and  all  City  Departments  and  rend- 
ered numerous  written  opinions.

Annual  Report  of  the  Water  Department 


To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  City  Council,  City  of  Newburyport: 

Gentlemen; — The  Twentieth  Annual  Eeport  of  the  Board  of  Water  Com- 
missioners for  the  year  ending  Dec.  18th,  1915,  is  herewith  presented,  included 
with  this  report  is  a report  of  our  engineer,  Lewis  D.  Thorpe,  giving  details  of 
the  construction  work  at  the  Artichoke  River  which  was  completed  in  the 
early  spring. 

In  view  of  the  length  of  time  that  it  took  to  settle  the  first  land  damage 
cases  at  the  Artichoke  River  it  has  been  the  desire  of  your  Board  to  settle  all 
eases  arising  from  the  new  work  without  resource  to  the  courts.  With  this  in 
view  practically  all  the  claims  have  been  adjusted.  The  awards  being  arrived 
at  by  conferences  with  the  owners,  and  upon  the  advice  of  our  Attorney  and 
Engineer. 

All  of  these  awards,  including  the  amounts  awarded  in  the  previous  cases 
with  the  exception  of  the  sums  paid  for  damages  between  Storey  Avenue  and 
the  Merrimac  River,  which  have  already  been  reported,  have  been  paid  from 
the  current  funds  of  this  year.  The  following  amounts  having  been  charged 
to  the  cost  of  New  Supply.  On  account  of  the  first  taking  $8,760.43.  On  account 
of  the  second  taking  $4,403.63,  a total  of  $13,164.06.  There  remain  four  cases 
to  be  settled,  the  claim  of  Thomas  S.  Lunt,  already  entered  in  court,  and  Miss 
Annie  L.  Rogers  being  the  most  important,  the  other  two  being  for  small 
amounts. 

Early  in  the  spring  we  commenced  to  be  troubled  with  “Floating  Islands,” 
sections  of  the  bottom  of  the  lake  composed  of  roots,  flags,  grass,  etc.,  becoming 
detached  and  floating  upon  the  surface.  At  first  we  attempted  to  remove  these  bv 
men  working  from  the  shore,  but  as  they  continued  to  increase  horses  and 
teams  were  employed,  this  method  also  proved  to  be  too  slow  and  expensive, 
and  an  engine  and  derrick  were  set  up  and  work  continued  in  this  way  prac- 
tically all  summer.  The  earth  removed  being  used  to  fill  low  places.  This  work 
has  been  expensive  but  it  was  one  of  those  unlooked  for  things  that  have  to  be 
met  in  the  best  way  possible.  It  was  without  doubt  the  cheapest  way  to  re- 
move this  accumulation  as  it  would  have  been  almost  impossible  to  have  stripped 
the  surface  of  the  basin  before  it  was  filled. 

Whether  we  shall  be  troubled  in  this  way  next  year  remains  to  be  seen,  but 
we  have  this  fact  to  console  us,  every  shovel  full  removed  makes  just  so  much 
additional  storage  capacity  and  must  tend  to  improve  the  quality  of  the  water. 

The  cement  lined  main  in  Purchase  street,  between  Lunt  and  :Marlboro 
street,  which  has  been  a source  of  trouble  to  this  department  and  an  annoy-

ance  to  the  water  takers  on  that  street  for  many  years,  has  been  replaced  with 
a six-inch  cast  iron  pipe  and  a lar^e  size  hydrant  has  been  set  at  the  corner 
of  Purchase  and  Madison  street. 

The  tire  hydrants  have  been  thorouj;hly  inspected  and  repaired  where 
necessary,  they  have  also  been  painted. 

There  have  been  twenty-two  applications  for  new  supplies  during  the  year, 
making  a total  of  4,451  takers  at  the  present  time. 

Twenty-six  new  services  have  been  laid,  requiring  884  feet  of  pipe.  Total 
number  of  services  to  date  3,683. 

There  have  been  eight  breaks  in  mains  and  eleven  in  service  pipes  during 
the  year.

Board  of  Water  Commissioners,  Newburyport,  Mass; 

Gentlemen: — 1 submit  the  following  brief  report  upon  the  Upper  Artichoke 
Storage  Reservoir  which  was  constructed  during  the  fall  of  1914  and  early 
winter  of  1915.  Early  in  the  fall,  1 was  instructed  by  your  board  to  prepare 
plans  for  a dam  and  other  work  in  connection  with  the  same. 

, Reservoir 

A brief  description  of  the  reservoir  is  as  follows: 

A dam  was  constructed  across  the  Artichoke  River  at  a point  about  1200 
feet  north  from  Plummer  Spring  Road,  thus  creating  a storage  reservoir  having 
a flooded  area  of  about  145  acres.  This  area  has  a uniform  depth  of  about  8 1-2 
feet  and  the  total  storage  is  approximately  250,000,000  gallons. 

Dam. 

The  dam  is  constructed  of  concrete  and  has  an  earthen  embankment  on  the 
up  stream  side.  This  embankment  is  paved  with  fleld  stone  to  prevent  washing 
or  settling  out  of  place.  Paving  laid  in  cement  mortar  was  also  placed  on  the 
down  stream  side  of  the  dam. 

The  concrete  masonry  in  the  dam  was  carried  down  to  solid  ledge  across 
the  entire  width  of  the  river  or  for  a distance  of  180  feet.  Concrete  cut  off 
walls  were  extended  into  the  banks  at  each  end  of  the  dam.  These  walls  were 
carried  well  down  into  hard,  impervious  material.  The  dam  is  a substantial 
structure  and  in  my  opinion  is  absolutely  tight. 

Height  of  Dam 

Careful  surveys  of  the  basin  were  made  from  which  the  elevation  of  the 
crest  or  over-flow  of  the  dam  was  determined.  It  was  found  that  17  1-2  feet 
above  mean  low  water  in  the  Merriitiac  River  was  as  high  as  it  would  be  prac- 
tical to  construct  it.  The  top  of  the  masonry  section  is  at  grade  of  16.5  on  top 
of  which  stop  planks  12  inches  in  height  were  placed. 

Gate  House 

A Gate  House  was  constructed  on  the  Newburyport  end  of  the  dam,  into 
which  the  intake  and  discharge  pipes  from  the  new  basin  were  placed.  The 
gates  and  inlets  are  arranged  in  such  a manner  that  water  can  be  drawn  either 
from  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  or  from  a higher  level  as  may  be  found  neces- 
sary. A 16  inch  cast  iron  pipe  was  also  located  in  the  gate  house  to  be  used  as 
a suction  main,  should  it  in  the  future  necessary  to  connect  the  pumping  station 
direct  with  the  new  reservoir. 
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Dimensions  of  Dam 

The  dam  is  4 feet  thick  at  the  top,  the  up  stream  face  being  vertical  and 
the  down  stream  face  having  a batter  of  6 inches  for  each  foot  in  depth.  At 
the  deepest  section  the  wall  has  a thickness  of  12  feet.  The  over-flow  is  135 
feet  in  length  and  extends  across  the  entire  width  of  the  river.  The  masonry 
at  the  deepest  section  is  30  feet  in  depth.  1634  cubic  yards  of  concrete  was 
used  in  all. 

Excavation 

The  excavation  at  the  site  of  the  dam  was  found  to  be  sand  and  coarse 
gravel  and  it  was  therefore  necessary  in  order  to  secure  a solid  foundation  to 
excavate  much  deeper  than  had  at  first  been  expected.  At  the  easterly  end  the 
greatest  depth  below  the  natural  surface  was  25  feet,  and  at  the  westerly  end 
about  23  feet.  In  the  centre  a depth  of  about  12  feet  was  reached.  These 
depths  reach  solid  ledge  on  which  the  masonry  rests. 

Preparing  Reservoir 

In  preparing  the  storage  reservoir  all  of  the  trees  and  bushes  were  removed 
from  the  flooded  area.  A large  amount  of  mud  and  vegetable  matter  was 
excavated  from  the  shallow  portion  of  the  reservoir,  lying  south  of  the  Plum- 
mer Spring  Road,  also  from  the  upper  part  of  the  reservoir  west  of  the  Turkey 
Hill  Road.  The  material  excavated  was  placed  in  the  shallow  portion  of  the 
reservoir. 

No  attempt  was  made  to  remove  the  mud  and  vegetable  matter  from  the 
deeper  parts  of  the  reservoir.  The  cost  of  which  would  have  been  prohibited. 
Through  the  centre  of  the  reservoir  a large  number  of  decayed  logs  and  willow 
stumps  were  blown  out  and  burnt. 

Raising  Highways 

In  order  to  flood  the  basin  to  elevation  17.5  it  was  found  necessary  to 
raise  the  Turkey  Hill  Road  for  a distance  of  about  500  feet.  This  required  a 
fill  of  about  3 feet  in  the  deepest  part.  It  w’as  also  necessary  to  raise  the  West 
Newbury  Road  and  Culvert  near  the  residence  of  Geo.  C.  Rogers.  The  Culvert 
was  entirely  rebuilt  and  a new  bridge  placed  over  it.  This  bridge  now  stands 
at  grade  of  20.5  or  3 feet  above  the  stop  planks  at  the  dam. 

Method  of  Using  Upper  Artichoke  Supply 

It  is  not  proposed  to  pump  water  direct  from  the  upper  Artichoke  at  the 
present  time.  The  water,  will  however,  be  pumped  from  the  lower  Artichoke 
to  the  filter  beds  as  at  present  and  the  upper  Artichoke  will  be  allowed  to 
remain  full  until  such  time  as  it  is  needed.  The  gates  will  then  be  open  and 
the  lower  basin  filled  to  any  height  desired. 

Total  Storage 

The  total  storage  with  the  stop  planks  on  at  both  the  upper  and  lower 
Artichoke  dams  is  not  far  from  300,000,000  gallons  or  250,000,000  gallons  in 
the  upper  basin  and  50,000,000  gallons  in  the  lower  basin.  The  water  shed 
above  the  upper  dam  is  approximately  4.4  square  miles.  With  a storage  in  both 
reservoirs  of  about  300,000,000  gallons  and  with  a total  water  shed  at  the  lower 
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dam  of  somotimos  over  5 square  miles  the  total  daily  supply  of  water  during  an 
extremely  dry  year  should  be  at  least  1,500,000  gallons,  and  during  a season  of 
average  rain  fall  the  daily  supply  would  be  probably  nearer  2,000,000  gallons. 

The  Lower  Artichoke  alone  (used  in  connection  with  the  covered  wells  and 
reservoir  at  the  main  station)  is  sufficient  to  supply  the  city  with  its  present 
daily  consumption  throughout  years  of  average  rain  fall.  This  has  been  de- 
monstrated the  past  year,  as  1 am  informed  that  no  water  whatever  has  been 
drawn  through  the  gates  at  the  upper  Artichoke. 

The  Artichoke  River  will  undoubtedly  furnish  a sufficient  supply  for  many 
years  in  the  future  providing,  however,  that  the  population  does  not  increase 
rapidly. 


Quality 

The  Artichoke  River  receives  practically  no  pollution  and  is  therefore  after 
passing  through  filters  absolutely  safe  for  domestic  purposes.  That  the  filters 
are  doing  excellent  work  is  shown  by  the  analysis  of  water  made  by  the  State 
Department  of  Health.  The  supply  has  been  approved  by  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  A copy  of  the  application  to  the  Board,  and  their  reply  is  as  follows:

To  the  Board  of  Water  Commissioners.  Newburyport,  Massachusetts: 

Gentlemen: — The  State  Board  of  Health  received  from  you  on  December 
20,  191.3,  the  following  application  for  approval  of  a proposed  storage  reservoir 
to  be  constructed  on  the  Artichoke  River. 

‘^The  Water  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Newburyport  submit  for  your 
approval  plans  of  a storage  reservoir  which  it  is  proposed  to  construct  in  the 
Artichoke  River  Valley. 

In  'developing  the  reservoir  a low  masonry  dam  would  be  constructed 
across  the  valley  at  a point  about  1200  feet  North  of  the  Plummer  Spring  Road. 
The  top  of  the  masonry  in  the  over-flow  section  of  the  dam  would  be  at  eleva- 
tion 16  or  16.5  at  the  highest.  Stop  planks  would  be  provided  which  would 
cause  the  basin  to  be  flooded  to  elevation  17. 

In  order  to  prevent  freshet  flows  from  backing  up  in  the  reservoir  and 
flooding  the  low  laying  land  south  of  the  West  Newbury  Road,  the  over-flow 
section  of  the  dam  will  be  at  least  150  feet  in  length. 

In  preparing  the  basin  it  is  propos'ed  to  remove  the  loam  and  mud  along 
the  Easterly  and  Northerly  shores,  and  deposit  it  in  the  shallow  flowage  along 
the  banks,  as  indicated  by  the  shaded  portion  on  the  plan.  It  is  also  proposed 
to  do  some  excavating  and  filling  in  the  section  South  of  the  West  Newbury 
Road. 

It  is  estimated  that  36,000  cubic  yards  of  mud  and  loam  will  be  removed. 

It  is  not  proposed  to  excavate  the  mud  from  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir. 
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The  available  storage  in  the  main  section  of  the  reservoir,  or  that  portion 
laying  between  the  dam  and  West  Newbury  Road,  is  225  million  gallons.  In 
using  the  supply  the  water  would  be  drawn  directly  from  the  proposed  reser- 
voir into  the  present  Artichoke  River  Storage,  from  which  it  would  be  pumped 
on  to  the  filters. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  reservoir,  exclusive  of  land  damage,  is 
$46,400.00.’’ 

The  application  was  accompanied  by  two  plans  prepared  by  your  engineer 
showing  the  location  of  the  proposed  reservoir. 

The  proposed  storage  reservoir  is  to  be  formed  by  a dam  to  be  constructed 
on  the  Artichoke  river  about  1200  feet  north  of  Plummer  Spring  Road  and 
about  three-quarters  of  a mile  north  of  the  pumping  station,  through  which 
water  is  now  taken  from  the  Artichoke  River. 

The  Board  has  caused  the  locality  to  be  examined  by  its  engineer  and  has 
considered  the  plans  and  information  presented.  The  proposed  reservoir  is  to 
have  an  area  of  about  147  acres  filled  to  grade  17  and  will  have  a capacity 
between  grade  11  and  grade  17  of  225  million  gallons.  The  area  of  water  shed 
tributary  to  this  reservoir  is  about  4 square  miles,  and  by  its  construction  the 
yield  of  the  Artichoke  River  will  be  increased  probably  to  nearly  1,500,000 
gallons  per  day. 

The  reservoir  will  be  a shallow  basin  having  an  average  depth  of  from 
8 to  8 1-2  feet.  A large  part  of  the  area  to  be  flooded  consists  of  open  meadow 
land  covered  for  the  most  part  with  peat  or  meadow  muck,  the  depth  of  which, 
however,  does  not  exceed  11.5  feet  in  any  of  the  soundings  made,  the  average 
depth  being  about  3 feet. 

The  plans  provide  for  removing  all  trees  and  bushes  from  the  area  to  be 
flooded,  and  it  is  proposed  to  deepen  the  shallower  areas  about  the  sides  and  at 
the  upper  end  of  the  reservoir  by  removing  the  soil  and  surface  material  from 
parts  of  such  areas  and  using  this  material  to  raise  the  other  parts  to  a level 
about  one  foot  above  high  water. 

The  water  of  the  proposed  new  reservoir  will  be  highly  colored  and  will 
contain  large  quantities  of  organic  matter,  especially  in  the  summer  season, 
but  in  these  respects  it  will  differ  but  little  from  the  water  now  drawn  from 
the  river,  which  is  efficiently  purified  by  the  natural  filters  to  which  it  is  now 
applied  in  the  Jackman  Ravine  and  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  pumping  sta- 
tion. With  the  thorough  clearing  of  the  bottom  of  the  reservoir  by  the  removal 
of  trees,  bushes  and  refuse  and  the  effectual  treatment  of  the  shallow  areas  of 
the  new  reservoir  in  the  manner  proposed,  so  that  the  drawing  down  of  the 
water  a few  feet  will  not  expose  extensive  areas  of  flats,  it  is  likely  that  the 
reservoir  will  remain  in  satisfactory  condition  and  that  its  water  can  be  as 
effectually  purified  by  filtration  as  the  water  at  present  taken  from  the  river. 

The  Board  hereby  approves  the  location  of  the  dam  and  the  plans  of  the 
reservoir  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  403  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1908. 

An  examination  of  the  records  of  the  consumption  of  water  in  the  city 
as  compared  with  the  population  shows  that  the  quantity  of  water  used  in  1912 
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amounted  to  82  gallons  per  capita,  or  more  than  twice  the  quantity  used  in 
1899.  Moreover,  the  consuni])tion  has  increased  in  the  six  years  from  1906  to 
1912  nearly  50  per  cent.,  or  from  818,000  gallons  per  day  to  1,255,000  gallons 
per  day. 

The  great  increase  in  the  consumption  of  water  in  the  past  few  years  and 
the  large  quantity  used  per  inhabitant  cannot  be  satisfactorily  accounted  for 
except  from  an  assumption  that  a large  quantity  of  water  is  lost  from  the 
mains  either  by  excessive  waste  or  by  leakage,  or  both.  Judging  from  experi- 
ence in  other  places,  it  is  probable  that  by  the  introduction  of  meters  the 
quantity  of  water  required  for  the  supply  of  the  city  can  be  very  materially 
reduced,  and  the  Board  recommends  that  the  question  of  the  introduction  of 
meters  be  given  immediate  and  careful  consideration  and  that  the  experience 
of  many  of  the  other  cities  and  towns  in  the  state  with  meters  be  carefully 
investigated. 

By  order  of  the  Board, 

In  the  fall  of  1914  it  was  thought  desirable  to  remove  the  mud  and  vege- 
table matter  from  the  Artichoke  River  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Pumping  Station 
at  Storey  Avenue.  Several  thousand  cubic  yards  was  excavated.  This  material 
was  placed  on  the  banks  of  the  stream  cutting  off  more  or  less  of  its  shallow 
flowage.  The  river  in  the  vicinity  of  the  pumping  station  was  greatly  improved 
due  to  widening  the  stream,  cleaning  up  its  banks,  cutting  down  dead  trees, 
etc.  I should  advise  that  more  of  the  mud  be  removed  from  time  to  time  in 
this  section  of  the  river 

Considering  the  difficult  nature  of  the  work,  especially  at  the  dam,  T am  of 
the  opinion  that  the  construction  has  been  carefully  carried  out  in  an  eco- 
nomical manner  for  the  city.  As  before  stated,  it  was  found  necessary  to  carry 
the  excavation  at  the  dam  to  a far  greater  depth  than  was  at  first  anticipated. 
The  cost  of  removing  this  material  and  constructing  the  masonry  section  was 
paid  for  at  actual  cost  plus  ten  per  cent,  for  use  of  tools,  supervision,  etc.  This 
is  a reasonable  profit  and  had  the  job  been  let  by  contract,  no  contractor  would 
have  figured  on  less  than  fifteen  per  cent,  profit. 

It  would  have  been  extremely  difficult  for  a contractor  to  estimate  the  cost 
of  stripping  and  clearing  the  upper  basin  of  trees,  bushes,  blasting  stumps,  etc., 
and  I am  also  of  the  opinion  that  this  work  was  carried  out  in  an  economical 
manner  for  the  city. 

There  still  remains  a few  willow  trees  and  stumps  which  should  be  re- 
moved from  the  basin.  This,  however,  is  a small  matter  and  can  be  done  at  a 
small  expense. 

When  the  water  in  the  upper  basin  is  drawn  to  a low  level,  which  may 
occur  during  extremely  dry  seasons  it  will  probably  be  found  necessary  to  do 
some  trenching  in  the  shallower  parts,  in  order  to  prevent  pools  of  water  stand- 
ing which  may  become  stagnant  thus  causing  a nuisance.  The  location  of  such 
trenches  can  be  determined  only  when  the  water  has  been  drawn  to  a low  level 
in  the  reservoir. 
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Filtration  Areas 

The  filters  are  apparently  giving  excellent  results  and  will  with  good  super- 
vision, continue  to  do  so.  As  the  consumption  of  water  in  Newburyport  in- 
creases, it  will  undoubtedly  become  necessary  to  extend  the  plant  as  necessity 
may  arise.  There  is  sufficient  area  in  the  vicinity  of  the  present  filters  to  allow 
for  future  development  which  will  provide  for  the  entire  Artichoke  River  supply.

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Report  of  the  Librarian 


To  the  Directors  of  the  Public  Librarv: 

Gentlemen: — The  60th  annual  report  of  the  Public  Library,  which  is  here- 
with submitted,  shows  that  the  total  number  of  books  now  in  stock  is  51,047. 
At  the  close  of  last  year  there  were  49,950.  There  have  been  added  by  direct 
purchase  during  the  past  year  934  books,  by  binding  magazines  from  the 
Reading  Room  139  volumes,  and  by  donations  214  volumes.  There  have  been 
canceled  and  withdrawn  190  books,  making  a net  gain  for  the  year  of  1097,  and 
the  total  as  given  above. 

The  registration  of  card  holders  at  this  date  is  5737,  a gain  of  888  for  the 
year.  Of  this  number  889  have  had  issued  to  them  the  green,  or  supplementary 
card,  which  allows  one  to  withdraw  a volume  additional,  not  fiction.  Also  62 
school  teachers  are  entitled  to  10  cards  each  for  taking  books  connected  with 
school  work. 

The  circulation  for  home  use,  since  the  date  of  my  last  report,  has 
amounted  to  54,534  volumes,  including  the  number  of  books  deposited  with  the 
South  End  and  Belleville  Libraries  during  the  year,  counted  as  a single  circula- 
tion. If  these  were  braj^ches  of  the  main  library  instead  of  independent  insti- 
tutions in  each  of  which  we  deposit  $100  worth  of  books  annually,  on  indefinite 
loan,  we  should  be  credited  with  the  number  of  times  each  book  has  been  taken 
from  these  libraries,  of  course  showing  an  increase  in  our  total  of  several  hun- 
dred. By  just  so  much  is  the  work  geing  done  by  this  library  increased,  and 
it  is,  without  doubt,  a matter  of  great  convenience  to  the  families  living  at  the 
extremes  of  the  city. 

During  the  time  covered  by  this  report  565  books  have  been  sent  to  bind- 
eries. These  include  periodicals  which  are  thus  put  into  permanent  book  form, 
but  for  the  most  part  library  books  which  are  constantly  in  circulation,  the  life 
and  usefulness  of  which  are  thereby  prolonged.  In  addition  to  this  many  hun- 
dred of  volumes,  as  is  the  case  each  year,  have  been  repaired  at  the  library. 

During  the  year  there  has  been  received  by  the  city,  and  invested,  for  the 
benefit  of  this  library,  the  sum  of  $5000,  a bequest  by  the  late  B.  G.  Sweetser. 
This  yields  an  annual  income  of  $200,  at  present,  to  be  devoted  to  the  purchase 
of  books.  A bequest  by  the  late  .John  .J.  Currier,  of  $1000,  has  also  become 
operative,  and  yields  $40  a year,  for  the  purchase  of  books  pertaining  to  the 
history  of  “Old  Newbury,”  or  hooks  bearing  the  imprint  of  local  publishers. 
The  bequest  by  the  late  Charlotte  C.  Cole,  $2000,  the  income  to  be  paid  to  the 
superintendent  of  the  Reading  Room  in  additional  to  the  regular  salary  paid  by 
the  city  at  the  time  of  the  making  of  the  will,  has  also  been  paid  over  and  put 
out  at  interest. 
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That  the  opening  of  the  Reading  Room  during  a portion  of  the  day  on  Sun- 
days, now  in  operation  for  the  past  half  dozen  years,  is  greatly  appreciated  by 
the  public,  is  perhaps  best  shown  by  the  attendance,  during  the  hours  between 
1 and  G o’clock,  when  it  is  free  to  all  adults  as  in  week  days.  A record  kept 
for  the  past  13  Sundays  shows  that  924  readers  have  availed  themselves  of  its 
privileges,  an  average  of  71  for  each  afternoon. 

A Reading  Room  or  section  especially  for  children,  which  has  been  urged 
for  several  years  past,  and  upon  which  a committee  of  this  Board  has  favorably 
reported,  with  recommendations,  has  not  yet  been  established,  although  prom- 
ises are  held  out  that  in  the  near  future  it  may  be.  The  difficulty  is  chiefly 
that  of  money.  From  the  regular  appropriations  and  trust  funds  there  is  noth- 
ing available,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  city  council  may  make  a special  appro- 
priation for  this  purpose  it  has  been  estimated  that  the  expenditure  of  not 
over  $300  would  be  necessary  to  equip  it,  and  its  annual  operation  thereafter 
would  add  but  little  to  the  general  expenses  of  the  library. 

This  library  happens  to  be  one  of  the  few  in  the  state  which  is  fairly  lib- 
erally endowed.  Every  city  and  town  in  the  commonwealth  maintains  institu- 
tions of  this  sort,  but  in  most,  besides  the  cost  of  administration,  the  public 
has  to  pay  by  taxation  the  cost  of  the  books  added  each  year.  In  our  own  case 
something  over  $2000  has  been  expended  for  books  and  perodicals  the  present 
year,  every  cent  of  which  came  from  the  incomes  of  invested  funds  which  have 
been  donated  at  some  time  by  private  individuals.  In  addition  to  this  about 
two-fifths  of  the  administrative  expenses  of  the  library  come  from  other  sources 
than  taxation. 

Recently  a room  has  been  fitted  up  in  the  basement  of  the  building  to  which 
have  been  removed  most  of  the  newspaper  files  of  the  library,  and  shelved  con- 
venient tor  ready  reference.  For  a small  library  this  institution  is  rich  in 
literature  of  this  sort,  in  which  are  preserved,  set  down  by  contemporaries,  so 
much  historical  matter.  This  is  especially  true  of  local  history,  as  we  own  an 
almost  unbroken  run  of  newspapers  running  back  from  the  current  date  to  1793, 
and  a fair  collection  of  even  an  earlier  date,  almost  to  the  very  first  copy 
printed  in  this  town,  ‘‘The  Essex  Journal  and  New  Hampshire  Packet,”  1775. 
Any  money  insurance  which  these  papers  command  would  be  of  no  particular 
value,  because  once  destroyed  it  would  be  practically  impossible  to  duplicate 
them.  The  only  safe  way  to  preserve  them,  aside  from  actual  fireproof  vaults, 
is  to  be  constantly  on  the  lookout  for  duplicates,  which  now  and  then  unex- 
pectedly are  unearthed,  and  placed  elsewhere  in  safe  keeping.  To  a large  extent 
this  has  already  been  done  by  this  library.  Some  years  since  many  duplicates, 
running  back  into  the  18th  century  were  deposited  with  the  Essex  Institute  at 
Salem,  and  a few  others,  third  copies,  will  shortly  be  sent  elsewhere.  Recently 
we  secured  such  files  of  the  Newburyport  Herald  as  were  owned  by  that  com- 
pany when  it  dissolved,  nearly  100  in  number.  Unfortunately  these  were  all  of 
a comparatively  recent  date,  but  they  will  be  ancient  sometime.  Of  local  news- 
papers more  than  50  years  old  or  so,  it  is  well  nigh  impossible  to  pick  up  any 
nowadays,  save  stray  copies  occasionally.  It  is  also  a matter  of  regret  that  the 
newspapers  of  the  past  40  years  or  so  are  made  of  a wood  pulp,  which  bids  fair 
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to  be  almost  worthless  for  long  preservation,  and  it  is  only  by  exercising  the 
utmost  care  in  handling  them  that  their  future  is  at  all  promising.  It  is  found 
necessary  to  make  some  modifications  in  granting  the  general  public  free  access 
to  them. 

Of  the  many  books  consulted  in  the  building,  and  not  withdrawn,  no  record 
can  well  be  kept.  They  mount  up  into  the  thousands  annually,  and  since  the 
Reference  Room  was  opened,  the  number  has  been  constantly  on  the  increase. 
No  statistics  which  may  be  kept  and  published  from  time  to  time  can  more 
than  hint  at  the  usefulness  of  a Public  Library  to  its  constituents  and  the  pub- 
lic, but  from  the  tew  statements  given  above  it  will  be  seen  that  this  library 
has  a place  in  the  community,  and  is  appreciated.  Its  chief  ambition  is  to  ex- 
tend its  usefulness  as  much  as  possible,  the  general  desideratum  of  all  live 
libraries.

THE  PEABODY  FUND 


In  his  letter  announcing  the  donation  of  the  sum  of  $15,000,  the  income  to 
be  applied  “to  the  maintainance  of  the  Public  Library  of  the  City  of  New- 
buryport, ’’  under  date  of  February  20,  1867,  the  late  George  Peabody  provide^ 
‘ ‘ that  an  annual  report  of  the  condition  of  the  fund  and  amount  of  income  be 
prepared  and  published  by  yourselves  and  your  successors’^  i.  e.,  the  trustees  of 
the  fund.  This  report  has  annually  been  made  and  handed  to  the  Directors  of 
the  .Public  Library,  and  by  this  body  transmitted  to  the  City  Council  as  a part 
of  the  regular  report  of  the  Library.  Pursuant  to  this  stipulation  the  trustees 
have  the  honor  to  report  that  the  principal  of  the  fund,  $15,000,  continues  on 
deposit  in  The  Institution  for  Savings,  from  which  it  can  be  withdrawn  or  re- 
invested only  on  order  of  a majority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  there  remained  on  hand  an  unexpended  bal- 
ance of  $633.63.  During  the  past  year  the  income  has  been  $600,  a total  of 
$1233.63  for  purposes  of  expenditure,  and  in  the  same  time  272  new  volumes 
have  been  purchased  and  added  to  the  Library,  at  a cost  of  $623.65.  There  is 
now  available  the  sum  of  $609.98.  These  books  added  to  the  number  heretofore 
supplied  by  the  Peabody  Fund  forms  a total  of  13,268  volumes.

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Annual  Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Newburyport: 

I have  the  honor  to  present  for  your  consideration  the  twenty-fourth 
annual  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  report,  so  far  as  it  is 
based  on  my  own  personal  acquaintance  with  the  school  system,  must  be 
limited  to  the  activities  and  conditions  manifested  during  the  first  three 
months  of  the  school  year. 

General  Statement  of  Administrative  Policy 
The  opportunity  for  constructive  work  in  the  schools  of  Newburyport 
seems  to  me  promising.  The  hospitable  attitude  which  the  teachers  have  shown 
towards  me  and  the  many  assurances  from  members  of  the  Committee  of  their 
desire  to  make  my  administration  of  school  affairs  free  from  lay  interference 
are  very  encouraging.  The  co-operation  of  the  teaching  staff  on  the  one  hand 
and  the  support  of  the  board  of  education  on  the  other  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary, as  you  all  know,  for  successful  work  by  the  superintendent.  As  the 
teachers  and  committee  become  better  acquainted  with  my  educational  aims 
and  methods  it  is  hoped  that  I shall  more  and  more  possess  their  confidence 
and  that  my  efforts  to  improve  the  schools  of  Newburyport  will  therefore  be 
increasingly  effective  and  fruitful. 

In  every  school  system  today  there  are  many  problems  demanding  solution, 
and  the  system  under  my  charge  is  no  exception.  But  it  would  be  unwise  to 
attempt  to  solve  all  these  problems  at  once,  or  even  to  formulate  too  many  of 
them  at  one  time.  A superintendent  may  well  keep  all  these  things  in  his 
mind  but  should  bring  into  the  foreground  for  discussion  only  those  which  are 
possible  of  improvement  under  existing  local  conditions.  Further,  in  determin- 
ing the  lines  along  which  improvements  shall  be  instituted  he  should  dis- 
tinguish between  those  which  involve  additional  cost  and  those  which  maj”  be 
brought  about  through  readjustment  and  improvement  in  existing  practices 
without  material  increase  of  expenditure.  With  little  or  no  additional  outlay 
financially  but  by  systematizing  the  efforts  of  the  teaching  staff  through  certain 
reforms  in  the  subject  matter  and  methods  of  instruction  there  is  much  that 
can  be  done  towards  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  schools  of  Newburyport. 

Relation  of  the  Superintendent  to  the  School  Committee 
For  the  purpose  of  realizing  the  greatest  efficiency  in  the  administration 
and  supervision  of  the  schools  there  should  be  a revision  of  the  rules  of  the 
school  committee.  Some  of  tin*  customs  honored  in  the  present  rules  and 
regulations  hark  back  to  the  time  when  the  committee  was  called  upon  to 
exercise  both  legislative  and  executive  functions.  A clearer  definition  of  the 
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authority  and  responsibility  of  the  superintendent  as  business  executive  of 
the  board  and  as  administrator  of  strictly  educational  matters  is  something 
very  much  to  be  desired. 

As  you  undoubtedly  know,  it  is  a well  established  principle  of  the  modern 
administration  of  public  education  that  the  school  committee  should  delegate 
the  executive  function  to  one  professionally  trained  in  school  administration 
and  supervision  and  should  devote  itself  to  legislation  upon  all  financial  mat- 
ters and  advice  upon  all  educational  affairs.  That  is  to  say,  in  the  most 
successfully  managed  school  systems  it  is  the  practice  for  the  committee  to 
exercise  supreme  control  of  all  matters  involving  the  spending  of  money  but 
to  serve  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  regard  to  courses  of  study,  the  appoint- 
ment of  teachers,  the  selection  of  text  books  and  the  internal  management  of 
the  schools.  In  this  advisory  capacity  the  members  of  the  school  committee 
should  be  able  to  assist  the  superintendent  in  formulating  a wise  educational 
policy  and  in  carrying  out  without  friction  his  administrative  plans.  In  fact, 
every  fair  minded  superintendent  will  seek  just  such  advice  and  assistance, 
for,  while  his  knowledge  of  educational  matters  should  be  that  of  an  expert, 
he  may  not  be  intimately  familiar  with  the  public  opinion  of  the  community 
upon  which  all  successful  school  administration  must  rest  and  which  the  school 
committee  may  naturally  Oe  expected  to  represent.  On  the  other  hand,  a wise 
school  committee  will  seek  fhe  advice  of  the  superintendent  upon  such  financial 
matters  as  the  salaries  of  teachers,  the  amount  and  kind  of  school  supplies 
and  equipment,  and  the  need  of  increased  school  accommodations.  When  the 
legislative  and  advisory  functions  are  clearly  distinguished  and  practiced  the 
relations  between  the  school  committee  and  superintendent  will  become  cor- 
relative and  supplementary  each  to  the  other. 

At  this  point  it  may  be  well  to  consider  briefly  the  practice  of  appointing 
numerous  sub-committees.  It  is  very  generally  recognized  that  the  existence 
of  sub-committees  tends  to  shift  responsibility  from  the  full  board,  where  it 
belongs,  to  somewhere  else.  Division  into  sub-committees  is  apt  also  to  result 
in  the  assumption  by  school  committee  members  of  administrative  work  which 
should  be  under  the  control  of  the  superintendent.  With  the  reduction  of  the 
size  of  school  boards,  which  has  been  taking  place  all  over  the  country,  the 
sub-committee  plan  has  become  unnecessary,  for  with  a full  board  of  five,  six 
or  seven  members,  the  committee  as  a whole  is  none  too  large  for  deliberate 
and  effective  work.  At  the  present  time,  therefore,  small  boards  with  no  sub- 
committees are  considered  most  desirable.  But,  with  a school  committee  of 
twelve  or  thirteen  members  like  our  own,  there  is  some  reason,  it  seems  to  me, 
for  the  existence  of  a limited  number  of  sub-committees.  In  addition  to  the 
committee  on  school  athletics  which,  in  a measure,  is  an  institution  by  itself 
and  is  not  included  in  this  discussion,  I should  advise  that,  for  the  most  effect- 
ive administration  of  our  school  affairs,  there  should  be,  say,  but  three  sub- 
committees of  four  members  each  to  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Schools, 
the  Committee  on  Buildings  and  Janitors  and  the  Prudential  Committee. 

Some  General  Comments  On  Our  Schools 

The  equipment  and  organization  of  the  schools  of  Newburyport  are  what 
would  be  called  very  conservative  if  not  inadequate.  The  presence  of  so  many 
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school  buildings,  more  or  less  antiquated  in  design  and  arrangement,  fitted 
with  desks  and  chairs  of  a by-gone  generation,  lighted  so  poorly  as  to  encour- 
age the  development  of  defective  vision  and  provided  with  inadequate  means 
for  ventilation  are  well  known  to  you  all.  It  has  been  said  that  the  character 
of  the  school  buildings  is  an  index  of  the  educational  ideals  of  any  com- 
munity. In  some  measure  this  statement  may  be  true,  but  one  would  hardly 
be  justified  in  interpreting  the  culture  of  Newburyport  in  terms  of  its  school 
buildings. 

The  organization  of  the  school  system  is  in  keeping  with  its  limited 
equipment.  The  absence  of  the  kindergarten,  the  lack  of  any  form  of  manual 
training  for  boys  and  of  domestic  science  in  the  high  school  for  girls  are  the 
most  conspicious  indications  of  a kind  of  education  which  tends  to  impose 
uniform  conditions  upon  all  pupils.  In  the  elementary  schools,  moreover, 
there  is  no  provision  for  special  classes  for  backward  children,  no  attention 
paid  to  mental  defectives  and  no  systematic  plan  for  the  more  rapid  progress 
of  pupils  who  are  capable  of  advancing  faster  than  most  of  their  fellows. 

To  the  extent  that  the  conservative  element  above  referred  to  makes  for 
stability  in  school  matters  it  should  be  encouraged  but  it  ought  not  to  be 
allowed  to  react  unfavorably  upon  the  ideals  of  education  nor  to  limit  the 
possible  usefulness  of  the  schools.  We  ought  not  to  settle  back  with  com- 
placency offering  the  excuse  that  what  was  good  enough  for  the  parents  is  good 
enough  for  the  children  or  resign  ourselves  to  what  seems  to  be  the  inevitable 
on  the  grounds  that  we  cannot  afford  anything  better.  To  quote  from  a recent 
declaration  of  the  National  Educational  Association:  '‘The  increased  cost  of 
living  and  the  steadily  increasing  number  and  scope  of  public  educational 
activities  have  rendered  it  necessary  that  larger  expenditures  be  made  for 
schools  than  in  the  past;  it,  therefore,  becomes  imperative  that  all  communities 
in  the  nation  recognize,  as  many  have  already  done,  that  more  money  must 
be  contributed  and  expended  for  schools,  both  locally  and  by  the  state,  if  our 
young  people  are  to  have  that  kind  and  quality  of  education  demanded  by  the 
times.’’ 

The  important  question  therefore,  should  not  be  upon  how  slight  an 
expenditure  can  the  schools  be  run.  That  is  a shortsighted  and  parsimonious 
policy.  It  would  in  time  so  limit  the  usefulness  and  efficiency  of  the  schools 
as  to  make  them  utterly  unable  to  serve  their  purpose.  The  question,  on  the 
contrary,  ought  to  be  how  much  money  can  be  invested  to  advantage  from 
time  to  time  in  the  truly  business  enterprise  of  training  future  citizens.  Like 
every  business  the  preparation  of  t^hildren  for  life  involves  an  element  of 
competition,  and  we  cannot  afford,  no  matter  what  the  money  cost  may  be,  to 
handicap  the  young  men  and  young  women  of  our  city  in  their  struggle  for 
success  by  refusing  them  advantages  which  are  freely  offered  elsewhere.  If 
our  schools  are  to  furnish  even  in  a reasonable  degree  something  of  the  kind 
and  quality  of  education  which  our  young  people  ought  to  have  we  must 
recognize  the  necessity  of  providing  adequately  for  their  support. 

In  the  first  place,  our  faith  in  education  should  at  least  be  sufficient  to 
the  test  of  spending  whatever  is  necessary  for  the  safe  and  comfortable  hous- 
ing of  our  pupils  in  school  buildings  fitted  with  modern  hygienic  and  educa- 
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tional  conveniences.  While  the  problem  is  undoubtedly  a serious  one,  compli- 
cated by  differences  of  opinion  and  division  of  interests  it  can  and  ought  to  be 
solved  in  the  right  way  within  a reasonable  time  by  the  application  of  sane 
and  business  like  methods.  In  the  home  we  are  not  satisfied  with  anything 
short  of  the  best  that  we  can  afford  for  our  children,  but  we  seem  willing  to 
put  up  with  almost  anything  in  school  buildings  and  equipment.  We  keep  our 
pupils  confined  for  five  hours  a day  in  schoolrooms  which  we  ourselves  dislike 
to  enter  because  of  their  barren  surroundings  and  poor  ventilation.  We  expect 
the  children  to  make  certain  progress  from  year  to  year,  but  we  do  not  provide 
healthful  conditions  to  this  end. 

A recent  report  made  by  Ur.  Oswald  Schockow  on  behalf  of  the  Brooklyn 
Teachers’  Association  makes  the  somewhat  sensational  statement  that  teach- 
ing is  one  of  the  most  unhealthful  occupations  in  which  a person  may  engage. 
While  this  conclusion  may  be  somewhat  unw^arranted  the  report  serves  to  call 
attention  once  more  to  the  need  of  better  ventilation  and  sanitary  surround- 
ings in  our  schoolrooms. 

A newspaper  comment  on  this  report  raises  the  query  that  if  these  condi- 
tions are  so  bad  for  the  teachers  what  becomes  of  the  children.  Such  a query, 
of  course,  needs  no  answer.  In  many  cases  the  fact  is  self-evident  that  when 
children  enter  the  public  schools  their  troubles — sicknesses — begin.  And  when 
we  take  into  account  that  many  children  who  are  not  actually  ill  suffer  from 
lowered  vitality  or  are  rendered  less  alert  and  attentive  by  close  confinement 
in  bad  air  the  question  of  proper  ventilation  and  sanitation  is  seen  to  have 
an  important  bearing  on  the  retardation  of  pupils.  The  relation  of  an  abund- 
ant supply  of  fresh  air  to  progress  in  studies  has  been  demonstrated,  it  is 
claimed,  by  the  more  rapid  advancement  of  pupils  taught  in  open  air  school- 
rooms. To  the  moral  demand,  therefore,  for  improved  sanitary  conditions  may 
be  coupled  the  economic  consideration  that  whatever  tends  to  diminish  the 
retardation  of  pupils  lowers  the  cost  of  school  instruction. 

In  the  next  place  our  faith  in  education  should  be  great  enough  for  us  to 
believe  that  there  is  a kind  of  schooling  which  will  meet  the  needs  of  boys  and 
girls  who,  from  lack  of  interest  in  their  studies,  now  leave  our  care  as  soon  as 
the  law  allows  or,  if  they  remain  in  school  are  indifferent  students.  The  tra- 
ditional education  favors  the  limited  few:  those  who  take  readily  to  books 
and  who  are  able  to  think  easily  in  abstract  terms.  The  boy  or  girl  who  de- 
lights to  work  with  things  finds  little  opportunity  in  our  schools  for  self 
expression,  for  our  course  of  study  provides  no  means  of  obtaining  a general 
education  with  the  help  of  concrete  materials  and  processes.  Children  differ 
not  only  in  age  and  sex  but  also  in  natural  capacities  and  possibilities.  Unless 
we  provide  the  kind  of  training  which  will  enable  each  pupil  to  meet  most 
successfully  the  demand  for  service  in  the  society  to  whose  welfare  he  must 
soon  contribute  our  schools  are  not  the  democratic  institution  they  pretend  to 
be.  A free  education  for  all  is  not  realized  when  the  course  of  study  is  so 
largely  formal  and  literary  that  it  appeals  only  to  those  who  are  preparing  for 
higher  academic  training.  Strangely  enough  the  children  who  stand  in  greatest 
need  of  an  education,  those  who  do  not  care  for  books,  are  most  neglected. 
Many  of  these  pupils,  if  they  are  afforded  the  educational  opportunities  suited 
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to  their  needs  will  become  not  only  useful  members  of  society  but  able  and 
successful  men  and  women.  With  our  present  system  it  is  a matter  of  chance 
if  they  ever  find  themselves.  In  due  time  some  efforts  should  be  made  to  pro- 
vide opportunity  for  these  pupils  to  pursue  studies  most  suited  to  their  tastes 
and  capacities  to  the  end  that  the  individual  may  discover  his  aptitudes  and 
deficiencies. 


The  Course  of  Study 

The  subject  matter  of  instruction  which  constitutes  the  course  of  study  in 
our  elementary  schools  impresses  me  as  being  of  a rather  formal  character  and 
in  general,  not  closely  enough  related  to  the  world  of  men  and  things.  In  the 
school  report  of  five  years  ago  there  is  a brief  statement  in  regard  to  some 
readjustment  in  the  outline  of  work.  Just  what  the  changes  were  and  to  what 
extent  they  actually  functioned,  the  deponent  sayeth  not.  But,  be  that  as  it 
may,  there  is  no  doubt  in  my  mind  but  what  a searching  inquiry  would  show 
that  parts  of  the  arithmetic  are  beyond  the  range  of  the  pupils^  interests  and 
experiences,  that  the  language  work  in  places  runs  too  much  to  technicalities 
of  grammar  rather  than  to  a drill  in  the  use  of  good  English,  and  that  the 
study  of  geography  is  not  well  organized  both  as  to  content  and  to  method 
and  in  its  distribution  year  by  year. 

Work  of  this  character  has  been  retained  principally  for  its  disciplinary 
value,  but  when  any  subject  or  topic  can  lay  no  greater  claim  to  a place  in 
the  course  of  study  than  this  it  may  as  well  be  eliminated.  This  may  sound 
like  educational  heresy,  but,  on  the  contrary,  it  is  good  pedagogy.  The  time 
was  when  studies  were  prized  largely  for  the  kind  of  discipline  they  afforded 
on  the  ground  that  such  discipline  produced  a mental  power  that  could  be  used 
in  any  other  study  or  in  solving  life’s  problems  in  general.  But  the  results 
of  the  scientific  study  of  the  educational  value  of  subject  matter  of  special 
content,  results  based  upon  data  gathered  from  carefully  conducted  experi- 
ments and  not  depending  simply  upon  personal  opinion  or  conviction,  show 
that  power  developed  through  the  pursuit  of  a given  subject  will  be  restricted 
to  power  in  dealing  with  data  of  that  particular  sort.  That  is  to  say,  the 
mental  training  acquired  through  the  study  of  arithmetic  which  has  always 
been  supposed  to  be  so  highly  disciplinary,  is  different  from  that  gained  in 
the  study  of  a foreign  language.  That  the  two  forms  of  power  are  not  closely 
allied  we  can  readily  grant  when  we  recall  that  students  possessing  higli 
linguistic  ability  are  sometimes  quite  deficient  in  mathematical  insight.  It 
does  happen,  of  course,  that  certain  subjects  like  physics  and  chemistry  or 
botany  and  zoology  are  closely  related  in  subject  matter  and  methods  of  study. 
In  all  such  cases  the  power  acquired  in  one  may,  to  that  extent,  be  carried 
over  to  the  other.  But  this  does  not  affect  the  point  to  be  presented  which  is 
that  to  retain  in  the  curriculum  subject  matter  of  instruction  that  is  of  value 
only  as  mental  training  is  to  ignore  the  fact  that  mental  discipline  is  not  gen- 
eral but  specific. 

The  doctrine  that  mental  discipline  is  specific  and  not  general,  that  is,  that 
it  is  not  carried  beyond  that  particular  field  in  which  it  is  acquired,  encourages 
us  on  the  one  hand,  to  dispense  with  everything  that  is  either  not  cultural  or 
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practical  and,  on  the  other  hand,  to  provide  as  many  opportunities  as  possible 
for  the  development  in  the  pupil  of  a wide  range  of  interests  in  the  world  of 
nature  and  of  man.  The  disparagement  of  mental  discipline  as  developing  power 
in  general  does  not  in  the  least  degree  encourage  inadequate  achievement  in 
whatever  is  attempted  or  satisfaction  with  anything  short  of  the  mastery  com- 
patible with  the  state  of  the  pupil’s  mental  development.  The  studies,  avail- 
able today  are  so  comprehensive  and  so  rich  in  disciplinary  value  when  prop- 
erly handled,  that  the  opportunities  for  effective  mental  discipline  are  far 
greater  than  when  the  subject  matter  of  instruction,  as  whole,  was  of  more 
limited  content.  It  is  with  these  facts  in  mind  that  the  present  course  of 
study  should  be  carefully  overhauled  for  the  purpose  of  securing  to  our  pupils 
all  possible  opportunities  for  the  acquisition  of  what  is  cultural,  practical  and 
at  the  same  time  disciplinary. 

The  revision  of  a course  of  study  should  not  be  the  work  of  one  individual, 
no  matter  how  competent  he  may  be.  it  should  be  the  result  of  the  co-oper- 
ative labors,  under  efficient  and  responsible  leadership,  of  representatives  of  all 
the  teachers  directly  concerned  in  the  changes  proposed.  We  have  upon  our 
staff’  teachers  of  ability,  anxious  to  do  their  best  for  the  good  of  the  schools, 
and  doubtless  willing  to  contribute  the  results  of  their  classroom  experience  in 
helping  to  reorganize  the  program  of  our  pre-high-school  education.  This  is  a 
distinctly  technical  piece  of  work  and  should  therefore  be  under  the  control 
of  those  prepared  by  experience  and  by  professional  training  to  handle  it.  in 
no  other  way  can  the  hospitable  attitude  which  is  so  necessary  for  the  success 
of  the  changes  proposed  be  assured.  However,  before  the  results  of  such  efforts 
are  put  into  practice  the  plans  should  be  submitted  to  the  school  committee  for 
consideration  and  approval. 

A critical  examination  of  the  course  of  study  for  the  elementary  schools 
might  lead  to  some  definite  conclusions  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  elimi- 
nating the  ninth  grade.  School  history  reveals  the  fact  that  in  New  England 
nine  years  have  not  always  been  required  for  the  completion  of  the  elementary 
curriculum,  and  contemporary  practice  throughout  the  country  is  overwhelm- 
ingly in  favor  of  eight  years.  Some  cities  moreover  are  now  questioning 
whether  the  eighth  grade  may  not  be  abolished.  But  whether  there  shall  be 
eight  grades  or  nine  must  depend  upon  what  the  elementary  schools  shall  be 
expected  to  accomplish  and  how  economically  in  regard  to  time  the  work  is 
done.  But  my  personal  opinion  is  that  if  the  subject  matter  that  is  neither 
cultural  nor  practical  be  eliminated  the  essentials  will  be  more  thoroughly 
taught  than  at  present  and  in  a shorter  time.  There  is  no  doubt  but  what 
much  time  and  effort  may  be  saved  for  both  teachers  and  pupils  by  the  institu- 
tion of  certain  reforms  in  subject  matter  and  particularly  in  method  that  may 
be  brought  about  through  the  suggestions  and  encouragement  of  those  upon 
whom  the  responsibility  of  administration  rests. 

Rigidity  of  Present  Plan  of  Promotions 

Your  attention  has  been  called  in  previous  reports  to  the  rigidity  of  our 
present  plan  of  promotions.  No  one  will  deny  that  any  arrangement  that 
imposes  a uniform  rate  of  progress  upon  all  is  mechanical.  Such  a procedure 
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condemns  th.e  pupils  to  a school  life  of  deadening  routine.  There  is  no  good 
reason  why  we  should  not  recognize  the  individual  needs  of  different  members 
of  a class  to  the  extent,  at  least,  of  providing  greater  opportunity  for  advance- 
ment than  we  do  at  present. 

The  plan  of  promoting  individual  pupils  in  the  middle  of  the  year  is  essen- 
tially a skipping  process  and  inevitably  produces  a break  in  the  subject  matter 
of  instruction.  Something  important  must  be  omitted  or  the  course  of  study 
is  not  an  essentially  continuous  whole.  Moreover,  the  plan  breaks  down  in  the 
highest  grammar  grade,  for  there  is  no  provision  for  the  admission  of  pupils 
in  the  high  school  at  mid  years^. 

In  a number  of  places  a scheme  of  a distinctly  different  character  is  in 
operation.  The  idea  is  to  provide  opportunity  for  some  pupils  to  progi’ess 
more  rapidly  than  at  present  without  omitting  any  essential  thing  while  per- 
mitting the  slower  students  to  go  more  deliberately  without  repeating  any  con- 
siderable portion  of  a year ’s  work.  Such  plans  are  in  operation  in  a number 
of  places,  one  place  not  far  from  Boston  is  easily  acessible  for  observation.  In 
this  particular  place  three  rates  of  progress  are  provided  on  the  assumption 
that  some  children  can  work  twenty-live  per  cent  more  and  some  twenty-five 
per  cent  less  rapidly  than  others. 

The  administration  of  such  a scheme  calls  for  skillful  management  and 
careful  supervision.  But  that  is  what  the  superintendent  of  schools  and  the 
supervising  principals  are  expected  to  exercise.  That  is  what  should  make  a 
school  system  under  professional  direction  very  much  superior  to  one  under  lay 
control.  No  scheme,  however,  for  removing  the  barriers  has  yet  been  devised 
that  is  wholly  satisfactory,  for  class  teaching  must  always  be  a compromise. 
But  anything  that  will  make  our  present  arrangement  a bit  more  flexible  will 
be  vastly  better  than  the  mechanical  routine  to  which  w’e  are  now  addicted. 
Moreover,  the  experiment  calls  for  no  increased  expenditure,  is  not  attended 
by  any  risk  of  damage  to  pupils  and  can  be  abandoned  at  any  time  without 
embarrassment. 


The  High  School 

The  subject  matter  of  instruction  in  the  high  school  is  now  offered  in  four 
distinct  programs  of  work.  These  are  the  Latin,  the  scientific,  the  commercial 
and  the  general  courses. 

In  their  essentials  the  Latin  course  and  the  scientific  course,  as  adopted 
recently,  seem  to  be  sound  and  complete.  These  courses  certainly  make  heavy 
demands  upon  the  pupils  during  the  third  and  fourth  year.  In  some  minor  de- 
tails changes  may  be  found  desirable  later. 

The  commercial  course,  adopted  at  the  same  time  as  the  others  but  with- 
out the  same  careful  consideration,  was  manifestly  in  need  of  revision.  It  was 
therefore  referred  to  a committee  composed  of  the  teachers  in  the  commercial 
department,  the  high  school  principal,  and  the  superintendent  for  reconstruc- 
tion. This  committee  formulated  a new  course  which  is  now  being  brought 
into  effect. 

In  presenting  the  results  of  the  work  of  this  committee  the  superintendent 
pointed  out  that  the  aim  of  a four  years’  course  in  commerce  in  a public  high 
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school  should  be  cultural  as  well  as  vocational.  We  are  concerned  with  some- 
thing more  than  the  mere  training  of  clerks.  The  instruction  in  business 
arithmetic,  bookkeeping,  typewriting,  and  stenography  should  be  thorough  and 
should  be  complete  enough  to  enable  the  graduates  to  obtain  and  hold  their 
first  position  in  business.  But  the  course  should  aim  to  provide  a fair  knowl- 
edge of  the  English  language  and  literature,  a good  idea  of  history  and  civics, 
some  familiarity  with  mathematical  reasoning  as  revealed  by  the  study  of 
algebra  and  geometry,  a reading  acquaintance  with  a modern  foreign  language 
and  some  idea  of  one  or  more  of  the  sciences.  Briefly,  the  course  should  aim 
to  educate  the  pupil  so  that  he  may  become  eventuall}'^  a public  spirited,  intelli- 
gent man  of  business. 

The  course  offered  by  the  committee  based  on  this  aim  includes  a modern 
foreign  language,  history,  algebra  and  geometry  and  in  the  third  and  fourth 
years  electives  in  science,  history,  economics  and  French.  No  electives  are 
offered  in  the  first  and  second  years  on  the  ground  that  the  course  itself  is  a 
differentiation  from  the  three  other  courses  and  besides  children  of  that  age 
do  not  elect  subjects  with  foresight  and  intelligence. 

In  this  course  the  vocational  motive  is  introduced  in  a single  study  in  the 
first  year  with  the  idea  of  securing  each  pupil’s  interest  immediately.  In  each 
year  the  vocational  subjects  increase  in  number  and  importance  until  in  the 
fourth  this  phase  of  the  work  practically  absorbs  all  the  pupil’s  attention. 
Each  year,  therefore,  offers  something  of  a vocational  character  which  was  not 
presented  in  the  previous  years.  This  presents  an  incentive  for  the  pupil  to 
remain  in  school  until  the  completion  of  the  course. 

This  course  of  study,  it  is  believed,  is  strong  from  both  the  cultural  and 
vocational  points  of  view.  It  is  based  upon  educational  principles,  is  definitely 
outlined  and  is  well  sustained  throughout. 

The  general  course  is  very  much  in  need  of  revision  with  a view  to  defining 
more  clearly  its  aims  and  content.  At  the  present  time  electives  are  freely 
offered  from  the  very  beginning.  With  our  present  equipment  and  teaching 
force  and  with  the  inability  of  first  year  pupils  to  choose  wisely  for  them- 
selves it  would  seem  better  to  restrict  this  opportunity  for  electives  to  the 
third  and  fourth  years.  The  general  course  should  be  designed  for  pupils  not 
going  to  college  and  to  whom  the  commercial  course  does  not  appeal.  Not 
bound  by  any  college  requirements  this  course  has  a singular  opportunity  to 
develop  love  of  learning,  appreciation  of  literature  through  a sympathetic  and 
leisurely  study  of  its  masterpieces,  and  knowledge  of  civics  and  social  obliga- 
tions through  the  study  of  both  the  real  and  ideal  conditions  of  community 
life.  This  is  the  only  course  in  the  high  school  that  is  not  either  directly  or 
remotely  vocational.  The  superintendent  has  this  course  under  consideration 
and  in  due  season  his  conclusions  based  upon  the  experience  of  his  fellow 
teachers  and  of  himself  wdll  be  submitted  for  your  advice  and  approval. 

The  two  courses  preparing  for  higher  institutions,  the  college  and  the 
scientific  school  courses,  are  distinctly  technical  courses  leading  ultimately  to 
the  professions  and  ought  not  to  be  entered  upon  by  pupils  not  intending  to 
pursue  their  education  beyond  the  high  school.  The  aim  in  these  courses  is 
not  a -well  balanced  education;  it  is  preparation  for  such  an  education.  Yet 
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it  is  not  uncommon  to  find  pupils  registered  in  these  courses  who  are  not  going 
to  college  or  to  a scientfic  school.  For  their  own  sakes  and  for  the  better 
administration  of  these  courses  pupils  should  be  kept  from  pursuing  a line  of 
work  not  adapted  to  their  needs. 

It  is  for  pupils  not  going  to  college  and  not  seeking  an  education  leading 
directly  to  business  positions  that  the  general  course  is  to  be  designed  to  serve. 

The  presence  of  pupils  in  high  school  courses  not  fitted  to  their  needs  sug- 
gests the  importance  of  a better  understanding  by  parents  and  prospective 
students  of  the  opportunities  and  limitations  of  the  various  lines  of  study 
offered.  The  high  school  is  supported  by  public  funds  and  should  be  distinctly 
a democratic  institution.  It  should  afford  an  equal  chance  for  all  boys  and 
girls  to  obtain  the  kind  of  education  which  will  fit  them  to  be  useful  members 
of  society.  But  our  high  school  is  not  offering  equal  opportunities  for  all  nor 
as  many  opportunities  as  high  schools  in  some  other  cities  and  towns.  This  is 
a limitation  under  which  we  have  to  try  to  educate  our  youth.  Our  greatest 
emphasis  is  being  placed  on  courses  of  study  leading  to  higher  institutions. 
We  are  spending  money  liberally  for  the  kind  of  education  required  by  a 
relatively  small  number  of  pupils  and  very  little  for  the  kind  of  thing  needed 
by  the  many.  This  fact  is  not  very  generally  realized  by  parents  and  others 
or  we  should  find  public  opinion  asking  for  a recognition  of  the  rights  of  the 
great  majority. 

It  seems  to  me  we  are  not  doing  as  much  as  we  might  for  the  pupils  just 
entering  and  about  to  enter  the  high  school.  The  change  from  the  lower 
schools  to  the  other  is  at  best  attended  by  a severe  stress  of  readjustment.  No 
way  has  yet  been  found  to  relieve  this  entirely  for  it  is  in  part  contemporan- 
eous with  changes  in  the  individual  which  occur  in  no  two  persons  at  exactly 
the  same  age.  But  we  can  do  more  than  we  are  doing  along  the  lines  of  individ- 
ual guidance.  To  this  end  it  would  be  well  to  organize  in  the  high  school  a 
system  of  faculty  advisers  who  would  be  expected  to  take  something  more  than 
an  academic  interest  in  a group  of  pupils.  Teachers  who  achieve  the 
greatest  success  are  those  who  find  in  their  pupils  opportunities  for 
service  not  set  down  in  the  curriculum.  From  what  I know  of  the  teachers  in 
our  high  school  1 am  very  sure  they  would  be  very  willing  to  give  their  loyal 
support  to  any  effort  directed  towards  the  help  and  encouragement  of  individ- 
ual pupils. 

Before  the  pupils  leave  the  grammar  school  they  should  be  made  familiar 
with  what  the  high  school  has  to  offer.  Every  grammar  school  principal  and 
eighth  grade  teacher  should  be  given  the  opportunity  now  and  then  to  visit 
the  high  school  while  it  is  in  session  in  order  to  become  better  acquainted  with 
the  requirements  of  the  school  both  as  to  subject  matter  and  method,  to  inquire 
about  the  progress  of  pupils  formerly  under  their  charge  and  to  cultivate 
friendly  relations  with  the  high  school  teachers.  They  will  then  be  in  a position 
to  advise  the  pupils  in  the  grammar  schools  in  regard  to  the  opportunities  and 
requirements  of  the  high  school. 

On  the  other  hand  teachers  in  the  high  school  should  visit  the  grammar 
schools  once  in  a while.  Their  presence  will  help  to  make  them  known  to  their 
prospective  pupils.  They  will  bring  information  to  the  principal  regarding  the 
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excellencies  or  shortcoiniugs  of  former  pupils  and  may  in  turn  receive  some 
word  from  the  grammar  school  teachers  that  will  be  of  service  in  handling 
dillicult  cases,  it  is  possible  moreover  that  the  methods  of  the  elementary 
grades  may  have  something  of  suggestion  for  the  high  school  teacher. 

The  recognition  of  department  heads  among  the  teachers  in  the  high 
school  would  be  one  step  towards  a better  organization  of  the  schools.  In  one 
or  two  departments  this  has  already  been  done,  in  name  at  least.  Where  two 
or  more  teachers  are  giving  instruction  in  the  same  subject  such  an  organiza- 
tion, if  elective,  helps  to  standardize  the  aim  and  scope  of  the  work  in  the 
various  classes  and  to  insure  continuity  in  presentation  from  year  to  year,  it 
gives  the  basis  for  requiring  some  one  in  intimate  relation  to  the  work  to  be 
responsible  for  the  details  of  subject  matter  and  method  of  presentation  to  the 
end  that  the  students  shall  get  the  kind  of  preparation  they  need.  It  makes 
possible  also — something  very  much  to  be  desired — a detailed  specification  of 
the  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  each  class  with  suggestions  as  to  the  particu- 
lar topics  to  be  emphasized  and  the  amount  of  time  to  be  devoted  to  each.  With 
frequent  changes  in  the  teaching  staff,  departmental  heads  and  a full  descrip- 
tion of  the  nature  and  scope  of  instruction  in  each  study  are  necessary  for  the 
unity  and  continuity  of  the  work. 

This  discussion  of  the  high  school  and  its  problems  would  be  incomplete 
without  a plea  for  better  accommodations  and  a warning  that  more  room  will 
probably  be  needed  at  the  beginning  of  another  year.  It  is  difidcult  for  the 
people  of  Newburyport  to  realize  that  the  high  school  population  is  increasing 
each  year  out  of  all  proportion  to  the  growth  of  the  city.  Makeshifts  designed 
for  temporary  relief  are  installed,  forgotten  and  become  permanent  fixtures. 
Teachers  and  pupils  patiently  submit,  hoping  that  something  will  occur  to 
arouse  public  sentiment  to  demand  that  the  need  shall  be  met  in  the  right  way. 

The  present  building  in  some  respects  is  an  attractive  structure  but  it  is 
not  what  a modern  high  school  building  should  be.  Classes  requiring  laboratory 
preparation,  bookkeeping,  typewriting,  drawing,  general  science,  biology, 
physics  and  chemistry — are  very  much  hampered  in  their  work.  No  business 
with  an  equipment  so  poor  as  that  of  our  high  school  could  be  run  at  a profit. 
No  more  can  we  expect  to  compete  with  other  towns  and  cities  in  educating 
our  pupils  for  the  serious  business  of  life.  A new  high  school  building  is  one 
of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  our  school  system. 

School  Savings  Bank 

In  the  spring  of  1915,  under  the  direction  of  my  predecessor,  the  oversight 
and  administration  of  the  school  savings  bank  was  transferred  from  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Woman’s  Club  to  the  superintendent  and  principals  of  the  schools. 
The  work  done  by  this  committee  in  starting  and  carrying  on  the  school  savings 
bank  deserves  great  praise.  To  their  untiring  and  enthusiastic  efforts  is  due  in 
no  small  measure  the  success  of  the  school  savings  bank  system  as  established 
in  Newburyport.  It  is  hoped  that  under  the  auspices  of  the  school  committee 
as  high  a standard  of  achievement  may  be  maintained.  The  statistics  con- 
nected with  the  administration  of  the  school  saving  bank  are  as  follows:

Dental  Clinic 


Through  the  generosity  of  individuals  and  not  supported  by  public  money 
a system  of  dental  inspection  of  school  pupils  was  established  last  spring. 
Before  the  schools  closed  for  the  summer  vacation  nearly  all  the  primary  and 
all  of  the  ninth  grade  pupils  were  examined.  At  the  opening  of  the  schools  in 
September  the  dental  clinic  was  resumed.  Practically  all  of  the  pupils  in  our 
schools  and  in  the  parochial  school  have  now  had  the  benefit  of  a dental  inspec- 
tion. 

Eecord  cards  have  been  made  indicating  the  oral  condition  of  each  child 
with  advice  in  regard  to  the  need  of  filling,  extracting  and  cleaning.  Notices 
have  been  sent  to  the  parents  and  there  remains  to  be  instituted  some  system 
of  follow  up  work.  Some  provision  either  independently  or  in  co-operation  with 
the  present  benefactors  should  be  made  for  making  the  system  of  dental  inspec- 
tion and  subsequent  care  of  the  teeth  a permanent  thing. 

The  organization  of  the  dental  clinic  was  brought  about  by  the  efforts  of 
former  Superintendent  Brooks  and  a committee  representing  the  Associated 
Charities  and  the  Anti-Tuberculosis  Society.  The  dental  outfit  costing  about 
$150  was  purchased  by  money  furnished  by  Mr.  Brainerd  P.  Emery  and  has 
been  conveyed  by  him  in  a deed  of  gift  to  the  Associated  Charities  of  the  City 
of  Newburyport.  The  work  of  examining  the  teeth  of  over  2000  children  has 
been  done  gratuitously  by  the  following  dentists:  Dr.  J.  M.  Brown,  Dr.  V7.  N. 
Brown,  Dr.  A.  W.  Eogers,  Dr.  M.  E.  Connors,  Dr.  T.  H.  Chivers  and  Dr.  J.  C. 
Kelley. 

Mental  Defectives 

A recent  inquiry  brings  the  information  that  there  are  in  our  schools  about 
forty  children  who  are  sub-normal  in  intelligence.  Some  of  the  children  are  in 
no  way  troublesome  either  to  teachers  or  to  their  fellows.  In  regard  to  others 
the  report  would  not  be  so  favorable.  But  aside  from  this,  these  sub-normal 
pupils  demand  consideration  both  for  their  own  good  and  for  the  good  of  the 
schools.  To  ignore  the  claims  of  these  children  is  to  be  recreant  to  our  trust.  A 
special  kind  of  education  both  as  to  subject  matter  and  method  is  deniauded  for 
pupils  of  this  sort.  This  is  a matter  which  for  the  sake  of  humanity  should 
receive  our  earnest  attention. 

Vacation  Schools 

The  vacation  schools  tried  for  the  first  time  in  Newburyport  last  summer 
were,  it  is  evident  from  the  report  of  my  predecessor,  a decided  success.  One 
hundred  children  were  helped  to  such  an  extent  that  it  was  deemed  advisable 
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for  certain  delinquents  to  be  promoted  with  their  class  and  for  others  to  receive 
double  promotion.  A year’s  time  was  therefore  probably  saved  for  each  of 
these  pupils.  Those  who  failed  to  win  promotion  by  means  of  the  vacation 
schools,  failed  because  of  irregular  attendance.  The  former  superintendent 
estimated  the  results  of  the  vacation  school  as  a genuine  achievement  which 
should  be  a source  of  satisfaction  to  the  school  committee. 

The  teachers  in  charge  were  as  follows:  Bromfield  Street  School — Misses 
Marguerite  Houlihan,  Marion  Furlong,  Alice  Lord  and  Lelia  Knight.  Miss  Lord 
was  elected  supervisor  of  the  city  play  grounds  and  resigned.  Her  place  was 
taken  by  Miss  Evans  of  the  regular  staff  of  teachers.  Davenport  School — 
Misses  Elizabeth  Caldwell,  Gertrude  Carter,  Elizabeth  Goodwin  and  Gertrude 
Nealon.

cessful  achievement  of  Miss  Walsh  and  Miss  Josie  W.  Kimball  and  their  assist- 
ants in  the  school  and  home  garden  work  carried  on  during  the  past  year. 
Everyone  who  saw  the  very  interesting  exhibit  in  the  auditoriimi  of  the  City 
Hall  in  September  was  impressed  with  the  variety  and  quality  of  the  results 
presented.  Professor  O.  A.  Morton  of  the  Agricultural  College  at  Amherst,  who 
is  in  charge  of  the  school  and  home  garden  work,  spoke  in  the  highest  terms 
of  the  success  of  this  enterprise  and  expressed  the  hope  that  such  commendable 
effort  would  find  abundant  encouragement  another  year. 

The  school  garden  at  the  Moultonville  School  is,  as  you  know,  a well  estab- 
lished thing.  Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Walsh,  the  principal,  it  has  been 
conducted  successfully  for  five  years.  The  favorable  reaction  of  garden  work 
upon  the  other  school  acthdties  is  an  important  feature  whenever  the  plan  has 
been  tried.  This  is  something  which  must  not  be  forgotten  in  estimating  the 
value  of  the  school  garden  in  connection  with  any  system  of  education. 

This  year  a garden  tended  by  grammar  school  pupils  was  started  in  the  field 
adjoining  the  Moultonville  School.  It  was  one-half  acre  in  extent  and  was 
worked  by  six  boys  and  three  girls  of  the  Currier  School,  former  members  of 
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the  Moultonville  School.  The  harvest  was  50  squashes  and  pumpkins,  300  heads 
of  cabbage,  4 bushels  of  tomatoes,  3 dozen  ears  of  corn,  12  bushels  of  potatoes, 

3 bushels  of  carrots,  3 bushels  of  parsnips,  2 bushels  of  spinach,  3 bushels  of 
beans,  2^  bushels  of  beets,  1 bushel  of  turnips  and  1 peck  of  cucumbers.  The 
money  expended  was  $19.60  of  which  ten  dollars  came  from  the  Newburyport 
Woman’s  Club  and  the  rest  from  contributions  solicited  by  Mr.  Brooks. 

The  Jackman  School  garden  was  started  late  in  the  spring  by  twenty  pupils 
from  grades  seven,  eight,  and  nine.  The  demand  for  space  was  so  great  that  a 
waiting  list  of  fifty  names  was  kept.  The  crop  gathered  was  similar  in  kind 
and  amount  to  that  noted  above.  In  the  rear  of  the  garden  were  apples,  pear, 
peach  and  plum  trees.  The  fruit  was  sold  for  fifteen  dollars  and  the  money  was 
applied  to  the  garden  fund.  The  Parent-Teachers  Association  connected  with 
the  school  gave  five  dollars  for  prizes. 

Home  gardens  with  the  exception  of  those  cultivated  by  pupils  in  the 
Moultonville  district,  were  instituted  for  the  first  time  this  year.  There  were 
984  in  all.  The  oversight  of  these  gardens  was  assigned  to  a supervisor  and  four 
assistants.  Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Walsh,  Miss  Josie  W.  Kimball,  Miss  Dorothy 
Toppan,  Miss  Madelean  Lunt,  Miss  Helen  Merrill.  The  first  visit  was  made  in 
May  and  early  part  of  June;  the  second  during  July  and  the  third  the  first 
part  of  August.  On  the  third  visit  the  inspectors  picked  out  the  best  gardens 
as  candidates  for  prizes. 

Exhibits  were  made  at  the  agricultural  fairs  held  within  easy  range  of 
Newburyport.  At  Amesbury  the  display  of  vegetables  was  awarded  17  money 
prizes;  at  Topsfield  the  second  prize  of  seven  dollars  for  the  exhibit  as  a whole 
came  to  Newburyport  and  ten  individual  prizes  and  eight  ribbons.  From  the 
Rockingham  Fair  a blue  ribbon  was  received;  no  money  prize  was  awarded  to 
children’s  gardens  at  that  fair. 

In  the  state  competition  for  honors  in  school  and  home  garden  work  New- 
buryport stood  third.  When  it  is  considered  that  there  were  315  places  in  the 
state  having  gardens  this  honor  is  indeed  notable.  The  following  letter  from 
Professor  O.  A.  Morton  is  self  explanatory. 

Miss  Elizabeth  A.  Walsh, 

Newburyport,  Mass. 

My  Dear  Miss  Walsh: — We  have  just  made  the  awards  in  the  city  contest. 
Brockton  is  first  with  a score  of  941;  Lynn  second,  with  a score  of  840;  New- 
buryport, third,  with  a score  of  795;  Fitchburg,  fourth;  Waltham,  fifth;  etc.,  etc. 

Newburyport  had  the  largest  per  cent,  of  children  doing  garden  work  of 
any  of  the  cities.  It  also  had  the  highest  per  cent,  displaying  products  at  local 
exhibits. 

I think  the  city  is  to  be  congratulated  for  the  fine  showing  it  made  in  1915.

Conclusion 

This  report  has,  for  the  most  part,  dealt  with  matters  in  need  of  reform.  It 
has  been  a general  survey  of  conditions  at  they  discover  themselves  to  one  given 
to  the  critical  study  of  school  systems.  No  one  will  deny  that  the  people,  as  a 
rule,  want  good  schools,  but  it  is  only  too  true  that  most  of  us  do  not  know 
what  constitutes  such  institutions  nor  what  their  material  equipment  should  be. 
We  need  to  be  informed  on  these  points.  We  should  strive  to  keep  pace  with 
improvements  and  advances  elsewhere.  We  really  cannot  afford  to  do  otherwise. 
But  we  cannot  expect  to  do  this  nor  even  to  maintain  our  schools  at  a reason- 
able standard  of  efficiency  without  some  increase  in  the  cost  of  maintenance. 
Newburyport,  by  the  way,  expends  very  much  less  per  pupil  than  most  cities  of 
its  size  in  this  state. 

But  not  all  of  the  reforms  advocated  by  your  superintendent  involve  the 
spending  of  money.  In  conclusion  let  me  call  your  attention  to  the  following 
recommendations  which,  if  carried  into  effect  cannot  help  but  improve  the 
efficiency  of  the  schools.  These  are: — 

The  revision  of  the  rules  of  the  school  committee. 

The  re-organization  of  the  plan  of  sub-committees. 

A new  course  of  study  for  the  elementary  schools. 

Some  plan  for  relieving  present  rigidity  of  promotion  system. 

Organization  of  a general  course  of  broad,  cultural  content  in  the  high 
school. 

Co-operation  between  high  school  and  grammar  school  teachers. 

Recognition  of  department  heads  in  the  high  school.

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Report  of  Principal  of  High  School 


Mr.  William  C.  Moore, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  Dear  Sir: — I hereby  present  the  annual  report  of  the  High  School  for 
the  year  1915: 

The  enrollment  in  September,  1914,  was  473,  and  in  September,  1915,  490. 
Sixty-eight  pupils  were  graduated  in  June,  1915,  eleven  of  these  being  from 
the  Putnam  Free  School.  One  hundred  ninety  freshmen  were  enrolled  in 
September,  1915,  as  compared  with  one  hundred  fifty- two  in  September,  1914. 

The  following  changes  have  been  made  in  the  faculty: — Mr.  Arthur  H. 
Berry,  of  Newburyport,  a former  teacher  in  the  school,  was  chosen  to  take 
charge  of  a portion  of  the  elementary  science  and  of  the  chemistry.  Miss 
Lefee  Ayer,  of  Boston,  has  taken  the  work  in  German  formerly  taught  by 
Miss  Randall,  who  resigned  to  go  to  Fall  River  high  school.  Miss  Katherine 
E.  Barrett,  of  Newburyport,  has  charge  of  the  phonography  and  typewriting 
of  the  school  in  place  of  Miss  Craig  who  resigned.  Miss  Craig  went  to 
Thompsonville,  Conn.,  high  school  as  head  of  the  commercial  department.  Miss 
Josephine  L.  Bayley,  of  Newburyport,  a graduate  of  our  high  school  last 
June,  is  supervising  some  of  the  typewriting  divisions  and  also  doing  some 
office  work.  Miss  Ethel  M.  Jameson,  of  Needham  Heights,  Mass.,  has  been 
secured  to  teach  French,  as  explained  below.  Miss  Lisbeth  Lamed,  of  Worces- 
ter, has  taken  the  classes  in  English  relinquished  by  Miss  Russell  in  October. 
Miss  Russell  has  given  up  teaching  at  the  request  of  her  family.  Miss  Jameson, 
Miss  Bayley  and  Mr.  Berry  are  additional  teachers  made  necessary  by  the 
larger  enrollment  and  the  changes  in  the  courses  of  study. 

During  the  past  year  the  former  superintendent,  Mr.  John  D.  Brooks  and 
the  high  school  principal,  with  the  permission  of  the  school  committee,  ar- 
ranged with  Miss  Grace  Carlton  Moody,  of  Newburyport,  a graduate  of  the 
Leland  Powers  School  of  the  Spoken  Word,  to  conduct  the  rhetorical  work  in 
the  high  school.  To  meet  the  expense  of  this  arrangement,  the  Merrill  Prize 
Speaking  contest  was  held  in  City  Hall  on  May  25th  and  a small  admission 
fee  was  charged.  In  addition  to  the  speaking,  the  program  consisted  of 
choruses  by  the  grammar  schools  and  selections  by  the  High  School  orchestra. 

The  first  prize  for  boys  was  awarded  to  William  Anthony  Towle. 

The  second  prize  for  boys  was  awarded  to  Roy  Brooks  Chase. 

The  first  prize  for  girls  was  awarded  to  Dorothy  May  Peabody. 

The  second  prize  for  girls  was  awarded  to  Katherine  Agnes  Cashman. 
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The  Kelley  School  was  given  the  prize,  five  dollars’  worth  of  phonograph 
records,  for  the  best  chorus. 

The  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  the  net  proceeds  of  the  entertainment, 
was  paid  towards  a Graphanola  which  has  since  been  delivered  at  the  High 
school. 

The  fifty  dollar  scholarship  offered  by  the  Woman’s  Club  to  the  “most 
deserving  and  meritorious  young  woman  of  the  graduating  class  ’ ’ was  given  to 
Marguerite  Marie  Hildreth,  of  Newbury.

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Report  of  the  Training  School 


Mr.  William  C.  Moore, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  Dear  Sir: — The  year  at  this  school  was  one  of  unusual  activity  as 
lessons  in  writing  by  a special  teacher,  folk  <lancing,  and  elocution  were  taken 
in  addition  to  the  regular  course. 

The  year  was  broken  by  the  absence  of  the  Principal  of  the  school  from 
March  14  to  June  14,  a period  of  fourteen  w'eeks.  During  this  time  the  work 
of  the  school  was  carried  on  by  the  pupil  teachers  with  Miss  Gertrude  Carter, 
one  of  the  number,  in  charge.  Mr.  John  D.  Brooks,  the  Superintendent,  taught 
the  History  of  Education  to  the  Junior  Class.  The  other  studies  that  were 
omitted  are  being  made  up  after  regular  school  hours  this  year. 

The  school  raised  $66,  and  with  the  money  purchased  a Columbia  Grapho- 
nola  and  several  records.  Some  money  was  also  raised  for  Folk  Dance  lessons. 

Eight  young  ladies  were  graduated  in  June,  namely:  Gertrude  Carter, 
Helen  Hayes,  Marguerite  Houlihan,  Esther  Crocker,  Mary  Bachelder,  Marion 
Knight,  Marion  Furlong  and  Elizabeth  Caldwell.  Five  of  these  are  teaching 
at  the  present  time,  two  in  North  Hampton,  one  in  Webster,  one  in  Salisbury 
and  one  in  this  city. 

In  September  a class  of  eight  were  entered  consisting  of  Elizabeth  Chase, 
Gladys  Barry,  Jessie  Norman,  Grace  Bowlen,  Josephine  Brown,  Dora  Felch, 
Hazel  Langmaid  of  this  city  and  Elsie  Prime  of  Rowley.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Drawing 


Mr.  William  C.  Moore, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  Dear  Sir: — Since  some  of  the  material  required  could  not  be  furnished 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  work  in  drawing  has  been  carried  on  as  well 
as  possible  with  that  already  upon  hand.  We  had  suflS.cient  paper,  but  only 
ordinary  pencils.  So  under  the  circumstances  the  work  is  not  as  good  as  it 
would  otherwise  be.  Lack  of  material  lowers  the  dignity  of  any  study. 

Each  teacher  has  her  yearly  synopsis  of  the  work,  and  an  outline  for  each 
month.  The  year’s  outline  serves  as  a thread  upon  which  to  hang  the  lessons 
from  week  to  week,  while  new  work  suggested  by  magazines  or  teachers  is 
introduced  when  the  desire  or  opportunity  to  do  so  presents  itself. 

Special  talent,  whenever  discovered,  is  encouraged  as  much  as  possible. 
Those  children  who  wish  to  try  special  work  are  allowed  to  do  so.  This  work 
is  criticised  by  the  teachers,  and  is  used,  in  some  way,  in  the  general  school 
work  or  made  to  serve  as  a help  in  the  various  entertainments  given  through- 
out the  year  by  the  Parent  Teachers’  Association,  or  by  the  schools. 

Within  a frame  in  the  Superintendent’s  office  will  be  seen  every  week,  some 
of  the  very  best  work  of  the  pupils.  In  choosing  the  best,  effort  and  thought 
will  be  considered  as  well  as  manual  dexterity. 

In  the  High  School,  the  boys  studying  mechanical  drawing,  have  been 
deprived  of  their  Junior  and  Senior  work  in  this  line,  owing  to  lack  of  room 
and  of  time.  This  is  unfair  to  them  and  to  their  teacher,  who,  no  doubt,  will  be 
criticised  for  not  preparing  them  properly  for  the  advanced  work,  when  she 
has  had  no  opportunity  to  do  so. 

Perhaps  the  majority  of  people  do  not  realize  how  drawing  has  advanced 
in  importance  during  the  past  few  years.  The  pupils  themselves  seem  to 
understand  its  value  more  than  do  the  older  people.  They  have  investigated 
the  needs  of  their  future,  and  it  is  not  unusual  for  the  students  to  come  to 
their  instructor  and  ask  for  extra  work  or  special  work,  or  for  more  time,  or 
for  some  opportunity  to  finish  work  that  may  help  in  their  higher  school  life. 

Several  of  the  High  School  boys  are  interested  in  cartooning,  some  of  the 
girls,  in  costume  designing,  and  some  in  interior  decoration,  and  the  instructor 
does  what  she  can  with  these  varied  wants  and  her  forty-five  minutes,  or  her* 
hour  and  a half  per  week. 
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The  principal  work  accomplished  in  the  High  School  is  the  printing  of  all 
signs  used  in  the  school,  the  making  of  posters  for  the  fair,  and  for  the  var- 
ious other  entertainments  given  during  the  year. 

Last  year  four  of  the  High  School  students  illustrated  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  pros- 
pectus. This  was  financially  and  technically  to  their  advantage. 

The  students  illustrate  the  High  School  paper.  Last  March  about  eight  of 
the  students  helped  to  make  and  to  paint  two  sets  of  practical  scenery  for  the 
Teachers’  play  given  in  City  Hall. 

The  pupils  of  the  ninth  year,  Jackman  School,  wrote  and  illustrated  a 
school  paper  last  year,  making  the  cover  design  a contest  between  the  pupils. 

Every  grade  has  some  specialty.  Some  print  excellently,  some  excel  in 
design,  some  illustrate  better  than  the  rest,  while  some  spend  time  upon  the 
details  of  flowers. 

The  instructor  is  very  grateful  to  the  teachers  for  their  help  and  co-opera- 
tion. She  also  thanks  the  members  of  the  school  board,  and  the  Superintendent 
for  their  help  in  her  work.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music

Dear  Sir: — The  work  in  Music  has  been  carried  on  as  usual,  throughout 
the  year.  As  in  other  courses,  results  vary  in  different  rooms,  according  to 
the  enthusiasm  and  application  shown  on  the  part  of  the  pupils. 

Through  the  combined  efforts  of  pupils  and  teachers,  most  of  the  schools 
are  now  equipped  with  Victrolas  or  similar  instruments.  The  records,  while 
yet  few  in  number,  have  been  selected  with  care,  and  by  their  means,  children 
are  able  to  become  familiar  with  music  which  many  of  them  would  never 
hear  in  any  other  way. 

In  connection  with  the  annual  speaking  contest  of  the  High  School,  a 
chorus  of  boys  and  girls  from  each  of  the  grammar  schools  competed  for  a 
prize.  Chorus  pieces  were  selected  as  nearly  as  possible  alike  as  to  difficulty  and 
attractiveness,  and  the  same  amount  of  drilling  was  given  to  each  class.  Since 
something  to  work  for  is  always  an  incentive  to  do  one’s  best  the  children 
were  faithful,  interested  and  worked  well.  The  judges  were  Miss  Helen 
Leavitt  of  Boston,  Miss  Harriett  Bartlett  of  Amesbury  and  Mrs.  Leroy  Berry 
of  Newburyport.  The  points  considered  were  quality  of  tone,  pitch,  attack, 
enunciation,  attention  and  following.  The  prize  was  awarded  the  Kelley 
School  chorus.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Domestic  Science 


Newburyport,  Mass.,  Nov.  23,  1915. 

To  Mr.  William  C.  Moore, 

Superintendent  of  Schools: 

My  Dear  Sir: — Domestic  Science  as  it  is  taught  in  connection  with  the 
Grammar  Schools  of  the  city  aims  first  and  last  to  be  practical.  The  curric- 
ulum includes  the  study  of  food  materials,  their  classification,  composition  and 
nutritive  values,  relation  of  food  to  the  body,  preparation  of  well  balanced 
menus,  fundamental  principles  and  processes  of  cookery,  and  the  study  of 
fuels  and  cooking  apparatus. 

We  have  also  arranged  a short  waitress  course  which  is  given  the  first  of 
each  month.  This  consists  of  setting  a table,  cooking  and  serving  simple 
meals.  During  these  lessons  we  try  to  emphasize  in  a kindly  way  the  import- 
ance of  good  table  manners. 

For  ten  weeks  in  the  spring  we  had  thirty-six  students  from  the  High 
School.  The  work  was  a pleasure  but  the  course  too  superficial  to  be  of  much 
benefit  to  the  pupils. 

It  was  with  regret  that  we  received  Miss  Goodrich’s  resignation.  She  was 
a conscientious,  enthusiastic  teacher  and  the  results  of  her  work  were  most 
satisfactory.  We  feel  that  the  Committee  was  very  fortunate  in  securing  Miss 
Eleanor  Lowell  to  fill  the  vacancy.  Miss  Lowell  is  a good  disciplinarian  and 
a very  efiicient  teacher. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  to  other 
members  of  the  Public  Property  Committee  for  their  attention  to  the  much 
needed  repairs  on  our  building  as  well  as  making  it  possible  for  us  to  continue 
our  sewing  lessons  in  one  of  the  rooms.

In  addition  to  the  above  work  I have  inspected  eases  of  absence  reported 
from  the  evening  school.  I have  taken  a school  census  as  required  by  law  and 
find  the  total  number  of  children  of  school  age  to  be  2571. 

I desire  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  principals  and  teachers  for 
the  hearty  support  and  help  they  have  accorded  me  in  my  work  of  the  past 
year.
